UoTWiiBpTANDiHG the variety of publi- 
cations .which have at different times appear- 
ed on this subject, I feel it is impossible that a 
voyage to the South Seas cj^n; -under any oi?- 
. ctunstance, be devoid of inlerest^and.as amore 
. than ordinary share has bfen attached ^to,the 
.one so recently coDipteted by H.. M. Frigate 
Britoa, I have j at the solicitation of my friends, 
been induced to, submit to the notice of thp 
.. ]^blic, . the observations which occuned to me 
duriDg-the penod of my employipent pn t^at 
•ervice. 

B 
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Decembers], 1813. 
It was late in the month of December when 
the Fleet destined for the East Indies and South 
America had collected at Spitbead, and the 
Commodore availing himself of the 6rst east- 
erly breeze, proceeded without tarrying at St. 
Helens, into the English Channel. In a few 
days we. had cleared the western promontory 
of England, and early on the morning of the 
S5th day from our departure, we made the 
Islai^d of Madeira. Duriog the two pveced- 
ing'days it had "blowii with exceeding great 
violence, nor was the wind abated when the 
Fort WilKam Indiaman became disabled and 
in want of imtnediat* atsistince, which oc- 
casioned our separation from the Fleet, and 
ultimate change of destination. It was two 
days 'ere we could reach the anchorage -of 
Funchall, wlwnall our mechanics were set -<o 
-work, atid froth the most exemplary exert'rons 
-of Sir Thomas Staines, we Were on the eighth 
"day again ehaU^ to put to sea. 

At ottr approach to this andiorage, I wsis 
->r^ niuch pleated with the appearance of the 
town, as well las wit^ the beftnties of tihe 
Meneiry, Whi^h, iiKh6' m the deptJt of winter, 
^reAvery &g^9e:kbleaiipe<(!t.' 
F<ltu^ll^, &e capital df die Irian^, In I^titads 
»B»W''N. «i«itengitude,'l6« W W, fa 
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»tuated on the side of a Bteep mountain, form- 
ing a kind of amphitheatre, prettily intor^n- 
ed with vines and trees of various sorts with 
which the Island abounds. It is of considerable 
extent, and rather regularly built, the streets 
narrow, but fi-om a constant run of water thro' 
many of them, they are comparatively cleant 
The inclination of this mountain gives the 
houses at the upper part of the town, au ex- 
tensive view, not only of the beach below, but 
also of the adjacent Islands, known by the name 
of tiie Deserters. 

The rivers running thro' the town, are at 
some periods of considerable size, and jMrin- 
-cipally supplied from the snow, which, dur* 
ing the greater part of the year, clothes the 
summits of the mountains, from whence they 
issue and run with a i^pidity, impeded alone 
by the massive rocks, with which their conrses 
abound, until they discharge themselves into 
•tlie sea. 

The fortifications are but few and of little 
Import, and the troops which occupied themj 
were part of the English Veteran Battalions. 

The town possesses several churches, but 
none of them are handsome, and with the ex- 
cepcioa ofa massive pur ofsilvergatesinfiront 
of one of tUe altars, there is nothing worthy of 
notice. 
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. Idid not perceive a. single painting ot any 
merit ineither of them. There is an extensive 
dollege for the instruction of youth, in all the 
branches of literature, and 1 was given to un- 
derstand a great many young gentlemen are 
Bent bflreirom Portugal, to receive thei^ educa- 
tion; , There. is a dominican and.a beiiedictine 
monastery, and, to the latter (which is the only 
tbingcui:ious or worthy the notice ofa strang:er) 
i8.$ttach«d a sniall chapel formerly known by 
the name of the chapel of '^\ll Souls,'' andbad 
for its motto •■* memeato mori,'.' but it i's how 
better known by that of Golgotha, which ap- 
peUatibn it has obtiainedfrom its being entirely 
Untii ,With human skulls aAd bones, its in-. 
teisor has no other tracery. Of. its origin I 
could only learn, that it was founded by some 
religious persons, who at their death bequeath- 
ed propel'ty to a considerable amount, on. con- 
dition that a certain number of masses' should 
be daily said for the repose of their souls, un- 
d^rlthe penalty of losing such bequests in case 
pf iheislightest neglect ; but notwithstanding 
this, precaution, the chapel has not for.many 
ye^r^i been used for any other purpose tlian to 
gratify the curiosity of the traveller, nor could 
l.aat^rtain that the masses were continued to 
^ said in any other place, altho'.the Priests 
still continue to receive the benefit arisiifg ftom 
the estates so beq ueatbed. 
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The climate is particularly fine, insomucU 
tliat Funcliall and its vicinity is frequently the 
resort of invalids, but few, I fear, have suffici- 
ent resolution to withstand either the tempta- 
tion of its natural luxuries, Or the hospitality 
of its Anglo inhabitants, and reap the full bene- 
fit of its renovating salubrity. 

The invalid can avail himself of a tempera- 
ture the most suited to his immediate complaint, 
by being carried up or down the mountain : 
he is also enabled to enjoy the most delicious 
fruits, and not only those natural to the Island* 
but of his own country. 

The scenery of this Island is peculiarly 
Tomantio — precipices of stupendous height, 
covered with most delightful foliage, here and 
there interspersed with huts, and cataracts pre- 
cipitating from rock to rock in awful grandeur, 
until meeting from various directions among 
the trees and cottages at the bottom, they 
form one general stream, which roars as it pur- 
sues its course to the town. 

The chapel on the mount, stands in a most 
beautiful situation, but possess nothing wor- 
thy of notice, except the lot^eliness of its site, 
which affords a view as delightful as can pos- 
sibly be conceived ; and altho* the journey to 
it is tiresome, the stranger will be fully repaid 
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for his labor by making it a visit. The priest 
who lives adjoining the chapel, 1 found to be a 
very intelligent man, and he treated me" with 
great civility, 

Theinns,whetherPortnguese or English, are 
much below mediocrity, and notwithstanding 
the little accomodation and abundance of Blth, 
their charges are enormous ; and to make the 
latter still more grievous, the English one pound 
bank note, was then only current at fourteen 
shillings. 

I was greatly surprised at Bnding the theatre 
60 good : it is handsome, spacious, and in every 
respect convenient. It was built a few years 
ago by subscription, and -the most consider<- 
able contribution was made by the English 
merchants residing there, which may in some 
measure account for its being both in the Eng- 
hsh style, and equal in beauty to any of our 
provincial theatres. 

About this period one of the most zealous of 
the English residents proposed the erection of a 
protcstant church, and from the place ofamuse- 
ment having been reared with the rapidity of 
B meteor, he calculated on a liberal support ; 
but so few persons came forward on this oc- 
casion, that the project was relinquished and the 
^w donations returned to the donors. This hu 
been a subject of som^ mirth to the Portugnese. 
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Little, independent of wine, ia produced in 
the Island, so tliat tlie vine is every wliere cul- 
tivated with the greatest care* Not a spot 
however nigged, but is turned to advantage. 

There area great many slaves here, who are 
treated less cruelly than in most of the Portu- 
guese settlements. They are seldom allowed 
inot^ clothing than a coarse rag tied round 
-their middle. 

- On the Fort WtUkm being in readiness to 
proceed, we weighed anchor, put again to sea, 
^■nd after i>as8ing thro* the Cape de Vertie is- 
lands and a voyage of little interest, we arrive^ 
at Siode Janiero. 
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CHAPTER II. 

On the evening of the gOtji of March, we 
intered the harbour of Riode Jpniero, where we 
found Vice-Admiral Dixon with a smetll En- 
glish force. Early next morning the Portu- 
guese flag was saluted, vifhich compliment wat 
acknowledged by a saiall battery on the iBland 
of Cobras. • 

* In one of the dungeons of tbUialand, it ii uid there ti at 
this moment confined a subject of Great Britain, and tbat 
l,ord Strangford and Sir Sidney Smith bare used tiwy mea- 
sure 10 effect his liberation, but to no purpose. The report 
runs thus ; — ihat abont three years prior to the Portuguete 
conrt lieing removed to (his place, an English sailor in > 
state of intoiication happened to be in the streets of Listwir, 
irhen the procnsion of the Host was passing, and from ig- 
norance did not follow the example o( the Portngnese in 
falling on his knees. A friar endearoured to enforce it, 
when the sailor fancying himself attacked, gave battle, and 
the holy gentleman was soon laid prostrate. Our eonn- 
tryman was overpowered, committed, tried, and condemn* 
eA ; but by the humanity at all (imes so conipicnons in 
Catholic countries, his sentence of death was commuted for 
perpetual confinement in a dungeon, and when the court 
moved from Lisbon, he also was put on board one of their 
ships, and conveyed to Rio Janiero where he now lingert 
out a miserable ex iitence. If this story be tme, and I have 
heard it confidently asserted to be so, this unfortunate 
young man has been for a long series of years, a most melan- 
choly victim to tiie unrelenting and unparalleled tyranny of 
a government which owes its very eiistence to that of his 
own couDlry I ! I 
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The. city of San Sebdstian, the capital of th« 
Portuguese dominions m South America, and 
residence of thfl l*rince Regerjt, is situated on 
the soiitli side of an extensive harbour, whose 
entrance is so exceedingly narrow and well for- 
tiji'ed by nature, thaV with the smallest assistance 
of art it could be rendered imptegn^ble agtiinat 
any 'attack from the sea. The fort of Santa 
Cruz, and a very remarkable mountain, fVom 
its shape bearing the name of the Sugar Loaf, 
form . the entrai^c^. at the distance of aboutf A 
ihife. There is' a bar which runsacross^ but 
the water is at all times -sufficiently deep to al- 
low the largest ship tp pass.' Santa Gruz may 
be considered the principal fortificati|On, and U, 
with ,tlie (jxception of two small islands 0019- 
manding the channel* the onlv one in a tok^- 
ble state of defence. , " At the foot of the sugar 
loaf mountain, is a baitery ;of considerable cxt 
tent, but so neglected^mceAsyeral others ^long 
the shore, that it is. almost becpm): uei^iess.' 

The|City ■derives'but.littleprptflP^tJti fiftim 
its immediate fortifications, a^d theisliind of 
Cobrus, notwithstanding its. conttguity,.i$ pow 
but litUe.calc^latedto.render it any. , ; . 

.There are wharfs'.apd. stairs fortbe pijQ-p^^ 
of landiiig. at, but the .majBCcoavenidnt is: at 
the great square, in which the Priq^ce KMdA^. 
The ^lace was originaliy the inaQsipn o| ii 
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merchant : it is eittensive, but has nothing paX- 
ticuiarly magnificent in its appearance, to in- 
dicate its being the royal residence of the illus- 
trioas house ofBraganza. 

At the bottom of this square, is a very good 
fountain, which is supplied with water from the 
adjacent mountains, and conveyed some dis- 
tanceby the means of an aqueduct. 
' 'The water is not good', and on first using it, 
causes a swelling accompanied with pain in the 
abdomen. Ships may be supplied with con- 
siderable espedition. 

- It is almost impossible for a person possess- 
ing the least reflection, to pass this spot without 
being stmck by the coritr^t, which must ne- 
cessarily present itself to him. — On the one 
hand, he' may contemplate the palace of a 
voluptuous prince, surrounded by courtiers 
and wallowing in luxury, on the other, slavery 
in its most refined and horrible state. 

I^eaving the square, yon enter a street of con- 
dderable kngth and width, in which the cus- 
tom hoiise, the residence of theBritish consul, 
&c. Sec. are situated. 

The houses' are generally well built, some of 
the streets are good, and all exceedingly ifiltby. 
The shops are well supplied with British as 
vndi as otheir' wares,' and whether the vender be 
Ehgiish or Portuguese} ^e is equ^Iy ancoQ- 
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sionable in his demand. Most of the streets 
are designated by the trades which occupy 
them. — As in Shoe-street^ yoCi will find shoe 
makers; in Tin-street, tin men ; in Gold-street, 
goldsmiths, lapidaries, &c. — Gold-street is ihe 
chief attraction, and is generally the resort of 
strangers, whoareanxious to supply themselves 
with jewellery or precious stones natural to the 
country; but it is not always . they are fortu- 
nate enough to succeed in getting them real, for 
since it has become the royal residence, it has 
drawn such a host of English, Irish, and Scotch 
adventurers, and the Portuguese being such 
apt scholars in knavery, that among them it 
is ten to one you are offered a piece of paste for 
a diamond, — among the former it is but.seldgm 
otherwise. The Inns, although better than in 
many places, can boast of no excellence. 

This oity posseses a considerable nurpber of 
churches, but they are by no means splendid, 
and excepting in the Chapel RoyaU which i« 
adjoining the palace, I observed nothing worthy 
of notice. Here may be seen a few gopd por- 
traits of the Apostles. The altar pieqe is mo- 
dern, and contains the full length figu]fespftb« 
prince and ^mily kneeling before the holy viigin. 

The theatre and opera are attached alw to thf 
palace, but possess no particular elegance. T|tw 
market is well supplied with every ai;tacle». aud 
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is in so eligible a uituation, that with .a com- 
paratively small portion of trouble, it might he 
kept in fine order : but the people are idolaters 
to lilthiness, and not less staves to it than to 
saperstition. 

The laws of this place seem to be very de- 
ficient ; without money it is impu&sible to 
obtain justice, and with it you can prevent its 
being administered. The murder of a lay-sub- 
ject is scarcely ever punished ; the least insult 
to the church, most rigorously. 
' The trade with this port is very consider- 
able, and from various countries. There Is a 
Chinese warehouse of great extent, and at cer- 
tain peiiods, articles from China may be pro- 
cured at a low rate. This establishment is 
propagating with the greatest assiduity the 
Tea-plant, and from the progress they have al- 
ready niade, I am authorised in drawing a con- 
cluuon of its ultimately being of so great impor- 
tance to Europe, that instead of China, the 
Brazils will be the grand mart for this dearly 
beloved article. 

' The country for a considerable distance 
round, is peculiarly beautiful; the mountains 
high and woody; the vallies perfect gardens ; 
fruits of the most delicious nature are found 
liere in' great abundance, and the orange ap- 
^t»trs tiy b^ a never filing tree ; the quantitjr 
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of this fruit I have seen exhibited for sale, in 
the orange market is astonishing, and on the 
same tree is often to be seen the blossoms, the 
fruit in its primitive state, some half ripe, and 
others Bt for use. The pine apple is also here, 
and In great perfection. In the neighbourhood 
there are several botanical gardens, chiefly be- 
longing to private individuals. Many plants 
but rarely to be met vrith in England, were 
brought from them in the Briton. 
The uaval department of the Portugnese Is 
not great, but they had commissioned several 
sail of the line, and 'ere we left the port five 
of them with some frigates and coivettes were 
ready for sea. — Many others of various classes 
were moored off the Arsenal, which is of some 
extent, and situated near the Island of Cobrus. 
The harboilr of Rio de Janeiro is spacious, 
and was the heat less oppressive, it might be 
esteemed as ohe of the most desirable in the 
the worlds There is a breeze from the sea 
generally about n<Jon, which cools the atmos- 
phere and renders it in some degree bearable. 

Notwithstanding the entrance is so narrow, 
the harbour increases to the width of three or 
four leagues, in which gulf or basin are nume- 
rous small islands, some of them possessing vil- 
lages, others gentleman's seats only. The 
water bec(»nes soon shallow, so that at a small 
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distance above the island containing the Biitidi 
hospital, it is not sufficiently deep for a vessel 
Q.f 3nyJ}urden to pass : but a great trade.^.c^r- 
nietj on by means gf large boats. The , wbola 
of those islands are very, picturesque. 

Thedistrict of Bragariza situated iramediat«|ly 
opposite the city of St. Sebastian, is also very 
Bnp, possessing the small town of Braganza 
«nd a few villages along the coast, Sif 
S. Smith has iiere an estate of considerablis 
extent, which, was presented him by the 
Pri.nce, Regent in.coippliment for the services 
be h^d rendered him. 

. The water-&ll at Tajuca is about eleven 
tniles from thie city, and is worthy the notice 
pf a. traveller. The &11 is not pei'pendicular, 
bpt broken by the massive rocks w:hich project, 
and whiph add greatly to its beauty, "^he 
Speuery ground ,it ia romantic and wild, and 
until yo.u come to the very sptot, the noise of 
the yrater is the only indication of your being 
near it' It is about sjxty feet high. On the 
lefthand of the entrance to tbis{:ilace, isamas- 
siy^.jnd overhanging rock, supported only by 
^hree sm^U stoqes, .and .where are deposited the 
rpmains of a .monk belonging to one of. the 
monasteries at the city, who in his life con- 
f»ived so. great a partiality for thiespot, that 
iie requested to be buried there when dead. 
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The tomb is oblong, built of bricks, with 
two steps leading to it,— bearing no inscrip- 
tion, bnt Is covered \yltli the names of those 
people who have been there. Under this place 
there is a seat for the accomodaiion of visitors 
and also' tWo niches, but for what purpose 
they were placed there, I cannot ascertain, 
altho* they evidently appear 'to have been 
intended to receive a Bust, Urn, or something 
of that nature. 

The inhuman and barbarous traffic of slaves, 
is carried on to the greatest extent it is possible 
to be imagined, and as the immediate and pri- 
vate revenute of the Crown, would receive a 
severe shock by the abolition of so unnatural 
a barter, there can be, I feai", but little hopes 
of so desirable an object being speedily effect- 
ed, withbut the humanity of the European 
states turning theirrecommendations into com- 
mahd^i arid enforcing corhpliance, which I am 
persuaded Would be the case were the differ- 
ent tegislatofs but faintly impressed with the 
terrors that cdnstantly occur at this place, and 
the barbarity to which" those" unhappy people 
are hourly Subjected.— the labour let it be 
eret iofab'bintms, is performed by slaves, and 
it is iieldbni tliere are more than six apporti- 
oned to the heaviest burdens. I have fre- 
qncn'tly* ijcttias few as four groaning under 
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the wreight of a pipe^pf win«, which they bare 
had to remove tliroitgh the town. Many of 
those poor creatures are bred to trades, and are 
sent out dally or weekly by their masters with 
orders to bring him a certain sum at the expi- 
ration of that time, jnd what th«y can get 
over they may consider as their own : but 
they are always so highly. rated, that it is with 
the greatest difficulty they can raise the sum 
nominated ; and in case of defalcation, it is at- 
tributed to a want of exertion or laziness which 
subjects the unhappy victim to a punishment, 
for a crime* the master alone has committed. 
Nothing can be more common than instances 
of this nature, and as the following was related 
to me by a respectable British merchant, I can 
rely on its veracity : — ■ 

" A man" said he " possessing a few slavey 
may be considered of good property, particu- 
larly, if he bought them when young and has 
brought them up to trades. With- a man of 
this kind I am acquainted, who is as barbarous 
and reiQorseless a wretch as can be conceived, 
he has several slaves and as they have all been 
taught some trade or other, he sends them fbitb 
to earn according to their occupations, certaip 
sums and their food, which must be completed 
uaderapenalty (which is seldom remitted even 
1^ the most industrious or lucky] of a severe 
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floggir^^ :One of those (continued be).'«raa a 
barber, and. for a considerable period shaved 
me ^very momiag.r.he was a, quiet man,'afid of 
^eat industry, and, as'&r as; came undea; my 
obseryatioD, always on the alert for his mas-, 
ter's interest For several days I observed. he 
bore a glqomy ai)d , melax^boly appearance. 
I asked him the reason, and was infortned be. 
h^d l;»^n*unsuccess&l, and: pould not render, 
to his master .the; sum required ;> that be. had' 
little. b;Ojpes of being able to.miee ill; a^d.as Uttle: 
doubt ,pf being, puQuh^d. I gav;9,hi}n^ine-i 
thing towards.it. When he.eame^a^in, he in-' 
fprfned.me, thatiout of thirteen or fourteen )he 
alcme ^d escaped- th^-lasb; .but, if he'did>noti 
m^e yp, the defi^iency^ bi8:;W0uld be of greater 
severity than had been inflicted, on. bis com-;

H© reached the door of his master's house, 
when, in despair Of being for^ven, and dread- 
ii>g (be ©ideal he had to undergo, he took 
from' his- pocket a razor, and with a desperate 
htuid nearly sewred his head from bis body. 
1 saw him, Several d^s after, lying in tbis 
mangled state near the place, where- he had 
perpeltated it. Ttiis horrid deed had no other 
dflect on the master, than- to increase his seve- 
rity towards the others, on whom be imposed' 
heaner burtiiens, to recompense him for the 
loM he bad 90 recendy sustained. 

I inquired the cause of so mtuiy sl&ves ly- 
ing 'dead in the streets, aad-was assumi, that 
when they were Ht and thought past recovery, 
Auy were disowned by tbdr masters, -to.evade . 
the expenses of a funeral, and thrown out of 
doo(B» when their miserable lives were soon 
brought to as miserable a terniinatioa. When 
any of these bodies are found, (which con- 
stancy ocenrsi) there is a soldier placed over 
itwithabox, nor'isthe corpse removedfrom 
the spot, until a> sufficient sum has been left 
b^ the passenger^ to defray the expenses at- 
tendant on the interment. I witnessed' several 
instances of this liatrn^ during the' period we 
Ifty in.tiie harbour. The cruelties these un- 
fiappy people are subjected to, is mOTe calcu- 
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lated to fill a volume, than to be brou^t with- 
in the narrow compass of so small a work as 
this ; and, I am sorry to say, the Europeans, of 
whatever nation, .instead of setting a humane 
example to wretches whose hearts had been 
long callous to every feeling of sensibility,

The wind from the south-east, which may 
be almost deemed periodica], had commenced, 
which greatly prolonged our voy^, inso- 
much that it was not before the 3d of May 
we got into 62* 33' south latitude, when a 
strong breeze from the pole soon wafted us 
by the inhospitable shores of Terra del Fuego 
to the coast of Chili. It will be hardly ne-

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mounting eight long brass pieces of ordnance, 
which are so badty equipped that I think is 
probable they would not stand a second dis- 
charge. This place is badly supplied with 
water, nor do I imagine it possible for shipp- 
ing to procure' any quantity adequate to their 
consumption, without great difficult. The 
country for many leagues is barren, and un- 
cultivated. Piara is the nearest town, in 
whose jurisdiction it is. 

In the fflernoon, the governor, chief officers,' 
and ^milies, to the number of a score, came 
off to a dinner, which the captain had prepared 
for them, when those people, who in the mom- 
ing appeared in as great a state of destitution 
as their houses, were clad in the most ^ntastic 
and costly attire. Some of them had even 
been resolute enough to shave themselves.' 
The old priest, who besides his spiritual situa-' 
tion, kept a considerable shop, wishing to 
make bay while the sun-shone, brought off 
with him a bale of Guayaquil hats, one- of 
which I bartered for an old pair of silk stock-' 
ings, being more esteemed than -money, but 
I do not ima^ne he found a very-brisk sale. ' 
. The fashion for the ladies to -go without 
pockets, was clearly proved, not to harereuihed ^ 
this place, for the captains steward having" 
mined some plate, and fiuiqriDg ho«aw one 

X 
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of the ladies in treaty with a silver knife, he 
took the liberty of requesting to examine hers, 
where, to her great confusion, some of the 
Vticlea were found ; but it may b& urged in 
extenuation of her fault, that Lord Anson, at 
his visit there, had played a trick or two on 
the iamily, firom whom she was descended. 
- Wd sailed the same nighty still keeping close 
to the shore, and passing the Islands of Lobud 
de Mar and Terra, arrived off the river Tum- 
bjz, where we anchored and remained three 
days, cut a large quantity of wood on an Islaod 
in a small cifeek, a little to the northward of 
the river: we found some foxes here and took 
two. Thertj is a bar crossing the entrance of 
the river Tumbiz, which renders it difficult, 
and at titnea, lafiier dangerous for boats to 
cross ; notwithstanding ships can be supplied 
with water whtcli is of very good quaUty. It 
was on this .place a boat belonging to the 
Fhcebe was upset, which occasioned the death 
of Lieut. Jago, and the Purser, but whether 
th^y were drowned or eaten by the Alligators 
i9 uncertain. Sereral of these frightful 
creatures were seen next inorning basking 
thenuelves in themn, and both these gentle- 
men being good Bwinimer«» one may be led to 
Qonclude jthey reached the shore only to die a 
more wretched d«th» Tlu« feropioos aoinu^ 
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as it is said by riaturallsls, continues to grow 
while it lives, and those I saw were of different 
sizes, from six to eighteen feet. One often 
feet long was slrot. They are of a dark green 
color, with large and almost impenetrable 
scales, and, although in opposition to theopin* 
ion of many w'rltcrs who have treated' oa the 
subjfect, I believe of considerable bravery. 
' The town of Tumbiz, at a small distance 
from the mouth of the river, is of inconsider-' 
able extent, although of some celebrity in the 
history of Peru, from its having been one of 
the last towns subjected 'by the Incas, and the 
place' where Pizarfo and his companions in 
theirfirste'xpeditiorilanded.' In their secon'd 
expeditibt), 'they again visited Tumbiz, and 
formed their first settlement St Michael^ oh 
-the river Piura. After Huayna Capac the 
eleventh Inca, had brought this province under 
-hia subjection, which was effected' without 
-much opposition, he dedicated a teniple to the 
stin,' a most stately and magnificent temple, 
the remains of which I have been infbrriitd, 
-are still visible. At the distance of a few 
4eagues to'thft north.'isthe river and town of 
Xjuayiaquil, whpre teiminatefhc kingdom of

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Peru ; Guayaquil being in thedistrict and Vioe- 
royalty ofQuito. 

We next visited St. Helena, a place of little 
importance, and remarkable only for the high 
point of land, which has every appearance of 
being an Island, until you are within a small 
distance of the shore. On a sandy beach to 
the northward of the point, is a small town, 
whose inhabitants are chiefly natives of the 
country. The houses being nothing but 
frames or skeletons, and having no high land 
behind them, appear rather extraordinary. 
The floor on which the people live, is about 
six or eight feet from the ground^and the lad- 
der by which they ascend, is always drawn up 
at night, otherwise they would run great risk 
of being bit by serpents which infest the place, 
and whose bite is venomous. This reptile is 
very small, and nearly a yard in length, I law 
but one. We took a few fish here, and like- 
wise procured a few boat-^load of water. 

We now steered to the Island of Plata, which 
to our great surprise, we found destitute of 
.water, and* although possessed of some wood, 
it was not to begot at but with so much dif- 
ficulty, that we left it 9nd procefided to the 
Island of Salango, between whi(:h and the Main 
we anchored, where we found both tfie above 
articles in great abundance. ^rStn the surf 
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being continual and exceedingly violent, it is 
necessary to land the casks and raft them oflF 
.to the ship. The water is rather muddy, but 
■oon settles and is very good. There are only 
two houses here, buili similar to those of St. 
Helena, and are occupied by a family of the 
natives of the country. In this neighbourhood 
there are some tigers, and the serpents areof^ 
considerable size as well as venomous. 

Having now completed the ships with 
water, we left the cbast of America for the 
'purpose of examining the group of' Islands 
known by the name of the Gallipagos, and on 
the S5th July^ arrived at Charles Island,- and 
.anchored inan harbour suflicientlycommodioils 
' to contain a very considerable force. This Is- 
land is perfectly barren, and excepting the 
prickly peach tree, which grows to an immense 
:size, and a few bushes along the beach, there 
is no appearance of the least vegetation. There 
are the craters of several old volcanoes, but I 
did not perceive the trace of any recent erup- 
-tion. Guanas we found here in great abund- 
ance, and notwithstanding their disgusting 
appearance, they were eaten by many of the 
sailors, who esteemed them as most delicious 
food. . We found also a great many small birds . 
xesembliog, butmorediminutive tha)i the wood 
pigeon. Th^ were so exceedingly tame, that 
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many were taken without the least attempt to 
ucape, and when a stone or stick was throwrt* 
-it was seldom they flew away, but remained 
nDtil Struck or killed. This Island is often 
risited by greatquantities of seals. We found 
but few tortoises and no water. Tarrying here 
one day, we proceeded to Chatham hiand, 
which excepting a small isthmus, where the 
volcanoes have not extended their ravages,' rs 
a perfect body of black lava. Here we were 
fortunate in our search for tortoises, and took 
more than a hundred, among them were 
Several weighing upwardsof 370 lbs. Amongst 
the grass on the isthmus, we took some land 
tortoise. One of these creatures greatly ex- 
.ceeded the others in size, and as the progress 
this species make in growing, is particularly 
slow, I am led to conclude it to have been of a 
great age. From its having been taken at this 
island, th« sailors whimsically bestowed on it 
the name of Lord Chatham. It soon lost its 
.natural shyness, became much petted among 
the crew, and latterly, was in regular attend^ 
ance in the galley at the hour of meals, when 
it partook of the ships allowance, and was ied 
by the men either out of their hands or some 
of their utensils, but notwithstanding, every 
care was taken, its life could not be preserved in 
the cKCessive cold* of a high southern latitude. 
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The Kicker lock, stands in the center of thi^ 
anchorage, and has a most extraordinary ap- 
pearance. , In our search for water here as at 
Charles Island, we were unsuccessful. 
, At Jaines's Island we found a good anchor* 
age, a considerable quantity of wood, and at 
the foot (^ an exceedingly high and remarkable 
mouDtaiii, a small stream of water, near which 
is the remains of the hut of an unfortunate 
Spanfard, who was left there by his compan- 
ions, and where he remained nearly two years* 
Land tortoises are fognd here jn great abund*- 
ance, whose meat being very fine, we found it 
a gr^t relief from salt proyisions. The nuin- 
het ofguanas we saw here, canalpne.be con-, 
ceived ;. they had regular' burrows, and were 
much more plentiful than I have ever .sepn rabr 
bits in*^ preserve in this country, Th^y are 
of a^ light ,r?d color, about two to three fe«t 
long, and when pursued* do^ not like those at 
Charles Island, take to the water. Annovg 
epme green bushes near the beach, is the tomb 
of Lieut. Cowen, of the United States Frigate, 
Essexj who fell in a duel with Mr. Gamble of 
that ship.- That this ui^fortunate young maa 
was much esteemed by his brother officers, is- 
evldenl: &pm the great respeqt they paid to. his 
meniory. The thf nnom«ter in the.sh^tde, at 
88°,oa bpard, and oq shoieabQ in the shade, 
at 95". 
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Albermarle Island, the most extensive of 
this group, is nearly covered by tlie numerous 
volcanic eruptions, which appear to have re- 
cently taken place. It possesses no fresh water, 
but the numerous plants and shrubs would, to 
a botanist, be a source of infinite gratification. 
Many of those plants, and which are exceed- 
ingly beautiful, grow immediately from solid 
lumps of black lava, not having the least ap- 
pearance of possessing any thing sufficiently 
nutritious, or at all calculated to support a 
riirub in so high a state of vegetation. 1 re- 
moved one on board, and although a very con- 
siderable quantity of the Java was taken with 
it, it died immediately. It had a leaf re- 
sembling velvet, and when broken, an abund- 
ance of milky juice of a strong astringent 
nature issued. This plant was very odorous. 
There are some small birds here, also lizards 
and grasshoppers, the latter are of great size as 
well as beauty. 

Norborough Island, vies with the others in 
its dark, gloomy, and mountainous appearance. 
Itis covered with volcanoes, and two were bum- - 
ing when we passed it. This Island does not 
possess fresh water, or vegetation. There is 
a very strong and continual current or indraft' 
tQiwards this group, which I suppose suppltas 
the numerous volcanoeB, with whicli th^ col-' 
lectively abouad. 
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Our examination of these Islands occupied 
us ten days, when we again put to sea, and af- 
ter a short voyage arrived at the more pleis- 
ing, as well as interesting, group of the Mar- 
quesas. 
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CHAPTER iV. 

"We had departed from those gloomy Is- 
lands, 'ere we perceived ittobethe intention of 
Sir Thomas Staines to visit the Marquesas; 
but the course he ordered the ship to be steer- 
ed, soon demonstrated his object, and on the 
1 4th day,8ubsequent to oar departure firomNar- 
borough, wearrived atNovaheevah, or SirHenry 
Martyn's Island, having run in that period a dis- 
tanceexceeding 3,000 miles. At our approach 
to Port Anna Maria, it became almost a calm, 
when we were met by a boat, apparently Euro- 
pean, which proved to have belonged to one of 
the whalers taken by the United States Frigate 
Essex, and now in possession of Wilson, a 
native of England, who having left an English 
merchant ship about ten years before, remained 
there ever since. It was necessary to anchor 
off the entrance for the night, and early next 
morning* availing ourselves of the sea breeze, 
we entered this deligbfiil harbour, when we 
anchored in a small bay, which Captain David 
Porter, of the United States Navy, had occu- 
pied, and on an adjacent mountain had thrown 
up some works for bis piotectioo, of which, in 
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the course of this chapter, I shall have to treat 
more largely. 

We were now informed by Wilson, thatodr 
, appearance off the Island, had been the occasion 
of considerable alarm, and that the Natives, 
(dreading it to be the return of Captain Por- 
ter, who, doubtless, would have taken ample 
vengeance for the fate of those of his men, 
whom they had stoned to death, in retaliatioh 
for the brutal conduct he exemplified towards 
them, during his stay in the Port;) had deserted 
the Valley, and were seeking safety by flight; 
but OH finding Our ship to be bfanother nation, 
they soon returned, and at our approach, the 
'shore was crowded, each waving a branch of 
the palm tree as a signal of friendship. 

As the first boat drew near the shore, about 
thirty of the natives ran into the water to re- 
ceive her, which was done with so much dex- 
terity and strength, that'she was carried bodily 
upon the beach, without givingany of the crew 
sufficient time to quit her. t'his had a. much 
prettier eflfect than I can well describe, and I 
was infinitely mori pleased at beholding/ such 
a demonstration of friendship, than I possibly 
could have been at experiencing it. 

The Captain now waited on the King in 
fb^m, who received him with great kindness and 
msfde every friendly profcr ofassistance. Hi^ 
Majesty aft^' havibg asked^' how many pigs* 
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bread-fruit, and cocoa nuts we wanted, solicit* 
ed to Icnow the number of ladies botli ships 
.would require, because he was doubtful his 
valley would be deficient, and in which case, he 
would send to a neighbouring kingdom for 
a supply. His jioliteness was fully appreciatr 
ed, and I believe, there are few Royal Per-r 
sonages of the present day who would be 
more accommodating, or give to their friendr 
ship a greater latitude. 

The first ceremony being over, — a friendship 
established, — and the intercouse with the na? 
tives becoming unrestricted, each successive 
day was productive of something new; but'erel 
proceed to the relation, it may not be improper 
for the information of those of my readers who 
are not adepts in geography, if I take a brief 
view of the local situation of the Island, which 
IS one of the most considerable, as well as fer^ 
tile, among the group lying within the Lati- 
tude of ^^ and 10" south, and in Ipngitudft 
JS8« I5'to 1*0^ 25'yvt&t, and discovered by 
Don Alvera Mendana de Neyra, in the year 
] 595, who named them jointly, the Marquesas, 
in compliment to Mendo^ Marquis de Canete, 
the then viceroy of Peru, under whose auspiceg 
he had been sent out on 4 voyage of discovery. 
Subsequent to this period, they have been often 
viuted by ships of differentnationa,.and it has 
^en asserted that Ingmtuoi, an American, 
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was the 6rst who discovered Novaheevali, and 
from which, I am inclined to suppose, Captain 
Porter's pompous and ridiculous claim to pri- 
ority of discovery is founded : but the Islands 
Ingraham seen, appear to be those mentioned 
by the French Navigator, Le Merchand, and 
which are situated at a small distance to the 
north west of the Marquesas. 

Novaheevah, the signification of which I 
eould not ascertain, received from Lieut. Her- 
gest, the name of Sir Henry Marty n's Island, 
and by which it is now generally known. 

This island, as I have already said, is not 
only more extensive than the others, but also 
of greater fertility. It is divided into several 
districts or vallies, each containing from 1500 
to 3000 people, with an hereditary King at- 
tached to each. These Tribes or Nations are 
frequently at war with each other, but I believe 
seldom come to a general battle, and which 
is as seldom sanguinary; still the mode they 
pursue, may be productive of greater calamity 
than the loss of a few slain, for they frequently 
go by night into a neighbouring district, 
and destroy the bark from every bread-fruit** 
o r Cocoa-nut tree they meet with, which

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being their general food, a ravage of thU kind is 
Oertain to involve the unfortunate district in 
^ant for several subsequent years ; insomud) 
that its inhabitants become dependant on the 
^djcnningvillages for subsistence. In thesever' 
lal kingdoms of the Pytees, Haupaws.:and 
Typees, I saw an excceedingnnmberoftreoff 
whici) had undergone this barbarous operationj 
and from whence many of the inhabitants had 
not only been obliged to remove, but tQ solicit 
the aid of their neighbours. 

Port Anna Maria, or the bay of Tuhuooy,. 
forms one of the most considerable districts of 
which the natives call themselves Fytees — be- 
yond the mountainsare the Haupaws, and those 
inhabiting the Valley in Comptroller's Bay, are 
©lied Typees, who are said to be the most 
vaitike in the Island, as well as being a species 
of the Anthropophagi, but I am yet to learn, 
Ipris^w they gained this unnatpral reputation, 
for when I made an Incursion into the interior 
of their country^ I could notperpeive the least 
tiace of cannit^ility among th^ra, or aught, to 
authorize my drawing so horriblea conclusion. 
Th^ m.aDner8 and Qustoms of those tribes, resem- 
l)le each, other in every thing, but, perbapa, 
.those of the valley of Tuhuouy are the most ci-_ 
vijized, as it is a Port where ships occasionally 
touch for the purpose of. procuring Saoi^Io 
wood foe the market of Canton. 
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. This place issurroundedbyaridgeof motin- 
Jtd\n9 of almost inacceiiBible height, forming the 
boundary of the kiDgdom, which is divided 
and subdivided into villages or districts, each 
havingA chief, tributary to the king, who ii at 
all times ready to lead his warriors to battle at 
the sound of the conch. Every kingdons has 
9. chief priest, and to eadi of tbe divisions* 
subordinate one, who are much respected, and 
ever held in the greatest veneration. 
. Their religion, as wellastheir mode of per- 
forming it, appears to differ but little irom the 
description given in the appendix to the Mts* 
sionary voyage totheSociety l5lands,.exceptin{ 
that of offering human sacrifices to their Eatooa 
or God. I could not find that this custom had 
ever been in practice here; if it had, it -must 
have been very ancient, for it did not form any 
pzit of their numerous traditionary stories. 
The Eatooa appears throughout these Islands; 
to be the superior deity, but they have many 
.of inferior note, and amongst them I remarked 
Fatu-aitapoo, and two or three others resem- 
J>lingjHi sound those mentioned in the Mis- 
»onary voyage, (page 143) but the one here 
lBcintio^,aloneconespondedexacUy. Every 
^aily have also a deity of their own, tsk«a 
Jmsi an. iliwtrtoua relative whom they suppose 
faaa fcoaiuavirlttet -at gceat acttons, becoiAe 
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anEatoSa. To him they dedicate imagfcs cut 
out of wood, and althougli the figures are un- 
couthly represented, they are very ingeniou*. 
These are sacred, and principally used for the 
tops of crutches, or stilts, as they are supersti- 
tious enough to suppose, that when they rest on 
these images they will be secure from injury ; 
and if by accident they are unfortunate enough 
tostumble,itisseldorathey livelongafterwards- 
for if the Priest cannot satisfactorily appease 
the anger of the Tutelar Eatooa, they fancy 
they labor under his displeasure, and with an 
unequalled resignation and calmness starve 
themselves to death. 

In the performance of all ceremonies, they 
exemplify the greatest devotion, nor do they at 
any time approach a place sacred to the EatG5a 
without the most marked respect. The wo- 
men uncovering their bosoms, the men remov- 
ing their hats. Of the evil demon or Veheen6 
ihee they have but little dread, being firmly 
persuaded that after the soul has taken its de- 
parture from the body, it will enjoy a rank 
among their Eatooas in another world, accord- 
ing as its life has been good or bad in this. 
Nothing can exceed their superstition ; they 
are constantly seeing Atoowas, or Ghosts, and 
in their sleep, even, they fancy thesoulleaves 
the bo^dy. to repoie among its kindred spirits. ■ 
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• Tlie morais, or burial places at this place* 
are greatly inferior to what 1 was led to expect, 
as from the description of several navigators ! 
anticipated something exceedingly handsome, ' 
but they consist merely of a large heap of 
stones, very irregulariy piled,- having on the 
top a small house for'the purptwe of receiving 
the remains of the King^, hia family, or those oC^ 
the principal Chiefs;' the -sacrifices are also' 
made hefei and from' the place being' Tabooed,' 
or rendered'sacred, the Wdnten, who labor un- 
der great restriction, are'precluded from going," 
to, Of even touching it, uiider ihtfhea^'y penalty- 
of death. Their regret at the Joss 6f a' friend^ 
is demonstrated in various waysj aind'afe borne' 
away by the most opposite andsadden'^ustsof' 
passioDl iand if a woman'-be' weeping-overa 
dead child (for they are very affectionate) you' 
may expect' (as I was informed) her sorrow to- 
be turned intojoy, and thatsbe'will be laugh- ■ 
ing with aglee equal to h^. former grief; but' 
nothing of this nature came iinmedfateiy under'

UnUl then she had- concealed, nor could 
wedisarm her 'ere she had done herself consi- 
derable injury. ' She was still frantic, and we 
Btitlignorant of the cause, and should have re- 
mained so, had not Otaheitean Jack* arrived* 
who. informed us, . when we assured her, 
her ftsars were vain, and that her husband 
should not be permitted to go from the Island 
without her leave. This had the desired effect, 
and &he soon became as placid &nd cheerful as 
ever ; nor did she appear to notice the wounds 
she had inflicted. There were several spect»- 
tors to this affecting scene, . which clearly 
proved that the natives of this remote region, 
although in a perfect state of nature, are nei- 
ther destitute of feelings nor affection. Old 
.^ge is no where more respected or revered thaa 
;here, 

lam decidedly of opinion that the custom 
.'0f.having pluraUty of wives is .e6nfined to the 
;chief8_ alone,' and. that the people in general are 
cOAstant to one, and, in this I am supported by 
i'tbe opinion of Crpok, the Missionary, who 
.says, speakingof the. Island, of St. Christina,

.The .continuation of this, paragraph, tends 
greatly to strengthen what I have already said, 
relative to. their afifection, for says he, "They 
seem to be very fond of their children, , and 
when I>went up to the valley, 1 saw the men 
often^dandling them upon their knees, exactly 
as I have observed an old gi'and&therwithusin 
a country village," 

The Nooaheevahans, like mostof those of tht 
other Islands, have no regular meals, nor are 
the women employed iu any part of the cook- 
ery, except for themselves, and are prohibited 
from eating at all of the hog, notwithstanding 
they are very fond of it, for those who came on 
board ate' of itmost voraciously. They do not 
.eat much at a. time, but their, meals are fre- 
quent, aiid their dishes consist chiefly of the 
; bread-fruit roasted, fish, .which they eat raw, 
' Ahe«-nut3, arootr^sembUngtheyam, beatia- 

■ "Chief or KiDg in the Island of Cbristins, by wkom 
i Crook the: Missionary nu patxoaited,. 
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40 a paste, and roast pork. Poultry Aty liftta 
also, butin.no great abundance, nordidtbey 
a|^ar to like its meat- These artidcS are 
generally serred npiacalabad>, or cocoa-tiat 
«hells — thiiir knives are made front tbe outside 
«f bamboo, and their forks of the same materi- 
itib, but resembling a wooden skewer. Thfcse 
instruments are seldom aftedt but for tbe first 
serration. It is rarriy they employ tbent- 
4tAvta at work, and excepting a few old meoF, 
who Were making nets, or canoes, I never sa# 
My. 

The clothings or 4ress of these people is very 
lifliple, the men having nc^thing but the ctAieo^ 
gitdte of cloth round their waist; which li 
passed between their legs and neatly secuf^ 
in front. They have also a hat made from the 
pKlm tree, the simplicity of whiuh gives an in- 
teftSting finish to their manly statures. Tb^ 
Iffe excessively fond of earornaments, tbe men 
making theirs from sea shells, or a light woodi 
ttbicb by the application of an earth, biecomM 
beautifully white. The women prtf^r flower^, 
and which at ail seasons are to bo found. 
Whale^eetb) are held in aomtieh estimaticm 
that a good one is considered equal to the 
greatest property ; they are genei^ly in tbe 
ptnsesnon of the Chiefs, who wear them mu- 
peaded round their neck. Tbair other spedes 
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^J^ dress consists of a ]s^md of Coronet, ingan^, 
QHsly ipai^ from a light wood, on which is f^^. 
t^ed, by ipeanjs qfth^ rosin from th« brea4^ 
$aiit ^ee, sitnaU red berries ; a great quarttit^ 
of fathers giye the fii^i^.

Their hait is generally 
block, but worn in diQ^nt.ways, some long, 
Apd turned up— Kfthers short. They are a[t 
And of idoroing. dieir. persons witii flowers, 
arid' many of tb<; Mcreaths are formed withsach 
elegant sim|:diicity, that does not' contribute a 
lit^ to. their personal appearance, which isat 
alii times particularly- interesting'; the beauty 
ofit&eir features being only equ:dled by the- 
■^naoMtrji; of their figuicfc. They are of W 
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bright copper colour, and in the cheeks of 
those who were requested to refrain from a- 
nointing themselves with oil, and the roots of 
trees, the crimson 'die was \ery conspicuous. 
In their early visits to the ship, they swam off, 
and as their clothes are' not calculated to stand' 
the water, they left them on the beach; but 
they never neglected taking withthem a few 
leaves to tie round their waists. In this state' 
of nature would'theydaily exhibit themselves,' 
and too without suspecting, or -being in the- 
least degree conscious they were offering the 
most trivial offence to modesty. " Our 6rst' 
visitors," say the Missionary Voyages, '* came 
off early from the shore ; they were seven 
beautiful young won:ien, swimming quite liak- 
cd, ■ except a few leaves round v their middle ; 
they kept playing round the ship for three .. 
hours, calling Waheine, until several of the' 
men came on board ; one of whom' being the 
Chief of the Island, requested that his sister 
might be taken on board, which was complied 
with: she was of afaircomplesion,' inclining' 
to a healthy yellow, with a tint of red on her 
cheek, was rather' stout, but; possessing such 
symmetry of features, as did all hercompani-* 
ons, that as models of Statuary and Painture ' 
their equal can seldom be found. - Otdt ■ 
Otaheitean girl who was tc^erably &ir, anii had 
acomely person, was» notwitbistapding, greatly 
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ecliprad bjr these women, anfl I bdiere fttt1i«t 
inferiority in no litiall deg;r^ howrv^ei', '^e 
was superior in the amiablenebsof'hier tiiannen 
and possessed ihtire of the Bofltieas and fehdfer 
feeling of the sex: she was a^amt<d to see a 
woman upon the deck qilite naked, and sup- 
plied her with a eompie'te dress of new Otahei- 
tean cloth, which set her dff to great advan- 
tage, and encouraged those in th6 wateir, 
whose numbers we^ greatly increased, to im- 
, fortune for admission ; afid out of piiy to 
them, as" we saw they would riot yeturt, we 
took ihem on board, but they were in a mea- 
sure disappointed, for ^hey could hot succeed so 
well as the first in getting clothed '; nor 3\^ the 
mischievous goats even suffbt: them to keep 
their l^reeu leaves, but asfhey turned to avoid 
them they were attacked on each bide alter- 
.natsly^ and completely stripped naked.'' 

I must confess, when I read ih\k paragi^ph, 
notwithstanding the rtspeetibility of the au- 
thority, I was rather incltrted to be ihcredu' 
Ions, but 'ere we had befctt fit ihchor 'niany 
hours, a similar oircum^uoce totk {il&ce, and 
.afterwards ievcral bthel^, and to Which I was 
an eye witnesik

undergoing. There are many on whom it has 
. been performed so often, that not a spot of their 
natural colour is seen' to remain. Some are 
. most &nta8tically done, althoogh with great 
taste, and if it . be possible, straight lines are 
. always avoided. Those who are marked only 
sufBcient to shew 'the class they belong to, 
.are of the inferior order, or toutous, and have, 
perhaps, a fish, a bird, or something of little 
. consequence, represented on one side of the 
iace. The women, as I have before observed, 
. are so little muked in this way that it seldom 
. exceedaa hand, or a few fingers. The lips of 
many are streaked, and this is principally seen 
, with those who are married, or have children, 
but it is not as many suppose a general rule 
lamong the married. The men are tall, well 
.formed, muscular, and manly; possessing a 
great portion of vivacity and penetration ; in< 
somuch that for a people of whose language I 
was ignorant, 1 bad less pains in making them 
understand me than any I ever met with. They 
took notice of every thing they saw, and I be- 
lieve no one came on board who did not mea- 
sure the length of the ship, and count the 
number of guns, masts, decks, &c. 

Their amusements are principally in dancing, 
swimming, and vrrestling; throwing their ja- 
velinB, and slinging stones, in the whole oS 
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which they are grett proficients. Their ztxrt^- 
couustof clubs, of which there are two kinds^' 
the <^Tve4t and the plain, both made from K 
wood, though not bard when first cat, be- 
comes so by being buried in the mud which 
serves as a strong die. '■ Spears'of 10 feet long, 
made from the same wood, or from the cocoa- 
nut tree, and slings made from grass. - Bows 
and arrows have not' yet been introduced 
among- them. • The stone from' the sling is 
tlnrown a great distance, and with considerable 
accnracy. 

The person of the ktAg being tabooed, 
whatever place or ground he touches becomes 
sacred and to obviate the inconveniency to which 
his people would otherwise be subjected, he is 
aC all timescarried on a man's back, his conch, 
or horn, slung about his neck, and a small dia^ 
4em, made of leaves, on his head;' Several of 
the pricipal chie& are in constant attendance, 
as welt as a retinue of domestics. In hi» pa- 
lace he has a canopy of states under which he 
sits, or lies — there is great simplicity in its ap- 
pearance. The palace is an open hut, situated 
near the sea-side, and has nothing, except its 
size, to distinguish it from any of the odiersu 
One of the rooms was curiously decorated 
with the skeleton heads of pigs, exceedingly 
dean, and well presetted. These flBinMtli^ to 
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a great number, bad bcw ncrificed at thO' 
deatb of tbe king's mothert and who99 headS/ 
W4re fixed round thJA apartment, by way of 
keeping her»]ive inhUmemory ; but however, 
dtv. she might hqve been to him, be did not 
he^t^e to barter a fwuple.oCthe best for an 0)4 
rawr. _ / 

Thpir <^iidle8 a^ mad* by sticking a. great 
anntber of t^e kf rnels c^nut^ o^i^a long slip o^ 
bamboo, and from their oi^ nai^are, they ^e 
easily Kt, burn very regulaiy and produce an 
exceedingly good light. There ia a very small 
portion of smoke, atid when the ^gbt is extin- 
guished, the smell though rather powerful, is by 
ao means diaagi^eable. 

The quadrupeds consist o(k.ly.in pigs* and 
rats, the latter are exceedingly lar^e, and in 
veiy great numbers^ the piga nin wild, and arft 
of a £ne sort. I brought on^ of ^em tp Eng- 
laq^.withme, wbicl^ being with young, at ^q 
tijQ^ of landing, Ihavenp^ in^y pos8es.si(>|V 
tl)£ species .entire.. Thf.^iatives on seeing otii; 
c^i^r^ wmmiich surprised, and.called it .a 
b9f|ie^.{Hg,, not bavjingseeQ any of the specicii 
h^ore,..

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the body up- with large leaves^ It ia taid on a 
heap of'hot stones, which burns off the hair, 
and dresses the body; and had the one so 
prepared purposely for us by the Tytees, in 
Comptrollers bay, been a little more dressed, 
I am persuaded nodiih could have exceeded 
it : it was full of the richest gravy and was 
in every way calculated foi the exquisite pa- 
late of an alderman* who I am inclined to be-* 
lieve, would have taken it in preference, evea 
to the callipee, or callepash, of the most delijci- 
0U9 tortoise. 

The cava, or spirits, drank here, possess 
Very inebriating, qualities, and bring on almost 
an immediate dizziness, it is prodaced from 
the leaves, and roots of a plant, which being 
chewed by women of the lower order, and spit 
into calabashes, or receivers, and mixed with 
the.milk, from thecoac4rnut, is left to ferment; 
after which it is strained off, when it soon bfr< 
comes fit for use. The kings, and a few chiefi, 
can alone afford to indulge themselves in this 
delicious nectar, and to those it produces' a 
kipd'Of dry scrofulain tha skin, with sorenoas 
ia.ths ey^s, which waa veiy coQspicuous in 
the old king, for,^notwithsbQdipg hfthad uq. 
dergonethe ordeal ofTattooing to anianDense 
degree, his ekin wascovjerisd with suchv-diy 
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white scale, that gave him, instead of a blaclr, 
the appearance of being a light grey colour. 

These people are seldom visited by sickness, 
which may in some measure be attributed to 
the simplicity of their diet, and their great at- 
tention to cleanliness. It is considered neces- 
sary with them to bathe at least three times a 
day.whichgreatlydiroinishesthatsourofi'ensive 
exhalation, proceding from those people of a 
simitar climate, who are less attentive to their 
persons. Incase ofaccidents, there are people 
who profess the art of surgery, and in setting 
fractures they are expert, aud successful. I 
saw but one operation of this nature, which 
was on a broken thigh — the swelling being re- 
duced, the part fractured was bound carefutty 
round with large leaves, when several splints, 
or smooth pieces of bamboo, were applied, 
which being bound with great caation, and 
the limb confined in one position, the opera- 
tion was finished . One of the Acuity was so- 
licitous to be supplied with lancets, but I 
could not ascertain from Wilson, if phlebotomy 
had ever been practised, or if the old man un- 
derstood the use of these instruments. How- 
ever, he was furnished with enough to open all 
the veins in the Island. 

Sir Thomas Staines taldng great interest in 
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die voyage, and wishing to know beyond a 
vagvie conjecture, their mode of fighting, soli- 
cited the old king to cause a sham fight to be 
performed upon the plain, which he acceded 
to, and the old warrior, took great pleasure in 
going through all the various evolutions. For 
the club, a tolerably sized stick, was substi- 
tuted — for the spear, a piece of bamboo, aod 
the siingers, instead of stone, threw the sm^l 
bread-fruit.. Thus armed, about -300 of the 
most experienced went forth to the plain. 
The king, for the first time, was carried on a ' 
superb litter, which we had made for him oa 
board. He gave direction to the chiefs, fortbo 
formation of both armies, which were drawa 
up in the following maoner. About thirty 
pilncipal warriors, with club?, formed the iirst 
line— the second was composed of spearmen^ 
and the sUageis on the flanks. The battle 
commenced .by a single combat between, two 
chiefs, who displayed great powers, .both in 
agility, and skill, and were struggling manful- 
ly when the signal was given to advance. A 
terrific and hideous shout followed. The 
siingers now began, but were obliged to retire 
on coming within the reach of the spears. The 
advance was rapid, and as the parties closed, 
so did the confusion increase. Club came in 
contact with club, and spear with spear,— -the

The coantenaaoss ofte^y by befog hit by 
shot from the sUogs, becane quite ferocioos-^ 
maay were knoelced 'do#A, but none received 
jojury, and thusepded tfie representation of a 
battle, which miAt have been productive of 
great pleasure to every beholder. 

The principal treesare bread-fruit and cocoa- 
itut, as from their produce the ii'alives derive 
their sabsistence, but there are vatibus others, 
which together with a variety of plants and 
flowers, would Itfibrd tite botanist an extensive 
field for speculation, and I regtvt to say I had 
no knowledge in so pleasing, as well as useful 
a science, or I certainly should have turned it 
to advantage. There are several fine stnams 
of water, and ships may at all Seasons be sup- 
j^ied without difficulty. There are also seve- 
ral mineral springs, but the qnalitiestbey pos- 
sess 1 was wholly ioadequatt todwertldil. 
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The language spoken here, is by no means 
harsh, and principally formed from vowels, bat 
1 could not learn from Wilson, who is most 
egregiously ignorant, if like most others, it 
had any particular form, or government, or 
what it was, nor could I make myself snffic|- 
ently understood among the natives to.ascef- 
tain it from them, but what I could collect I 
shall here introduce, and I trust it will be not 
unacceptable* T^ir manner of couiuing. is 
nither irregular, as thfy Qply coujot to twenty, 
and tl:^n ,tt)e. nvmfr^r .of twentiea, itswiUbe 
seen by the following taUeis* to .which I shall 
add, all the words,. :3ad ^icpressions,!, we .could 
gather during omv E^y, and wUch we fbund 
of great use.

The matvelloua stories related by the Ame- 
rican Officers, who had been taken in the E8* 
sex, and vHio w^re at Valpaniso, when we ai^ 
rived there, relative to the ferociousBesfl of the 
people, inhabiting the interior of this Isl«id, 
had gr^tly excited my cnnosity, and*tit we 
Keaob«4 Fort Aiuia Mvn, J tid made up my 
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mind to ascertain beyond a doubt, whether the 
terrific description given of them was correct ; 
and to accomplish this point, a party of several 
oBicers was made, and every arrangement ne- 
cessary forcrossing the mountains entered in- 
to: however, when the period came, from 
causes which I cannot explain, we were reduc- 
ed irom the number of a dozen to only three ; 
namely Lieut. J. Morgan, commanding the 
Marines of the Tagus, Mr. Blackmore, Mid- 
shipman of the Briton, and myself. To these 
gentkmen I shall ever feel myself obliged ; 
for had- they forsaken me also, I should not 
have relinquished the journey, but have gone 
alone, and their company and observations 
were throughout the day, both agreeable, and 
interesting. It was soon after day-light when 
we set out, accompanied by my Tayo Patoo- 
kee, as a guide, and Otaheitan Jack as inter- 
preter. 

In the twoprecedingdays to our journey, a 
considerable quantityofrainhad fallen, and the 
road which bdre the appearance of being always 
bad, was now beccHne almost impassible, inso- 
much,, that each step we ascended, the difficul- 
ty increased, and in many places, and for seve- 
ral yards Itogether, the mountain was so steep, 
that had; it not been for the roots of trees, 
fornuog themselves joto steps;, any attattfit to

cross by this route would have been vain.— 
About nine o'clock we reached the summit, 
where we tarried awhile, not only to take some 
refreshment, ,but to gaze on the various beau- 
ties of nature as they presented themselves. 
It was impossible to turn the eye, where it was 
not met by the most romantic scenery. 

We had now full three miles farther to walk, 
before we could reach the country of the re- 
puted Cannibals, and as the road did not beai; 
a very favorable appearance, we hastened our 
departure from the spot, andproceded on our 
journey — we had not gone for before we wer6 
met by some natives, inhabiting the small^ 
though comparatively level district, through 
which we were passing, who brought us cocoa, 
nuts, and demonstrated their joy, and friend- 
ship, by a number of strange actions, wbtch 
pleased the more because it augured a fevora- 
bli. reception from the Typees. This country 
is of a deep nch soil, and capable of thegreat- 
cst improvement. The cocoa-nut, and bread- 
fruit trees, are every where conspicuous, — 
There are also some sandle trees found here, 

It was nearly n<>on before we completed oar 
journey, (about 10 miles from theport) when 
w^were received, and treated with great kind- 
nessby those Cerri£c people,' whom Captain 
Foivter speaks'of as having conquered and ren- 
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dered tributary to the American flag. Tba 
whole seemed pleased, and tlieir satisfaction at 
seeing us was expressed in various ways, some 
danced, others sang, knelt down, embraced usj 
with many other laughable actions, which 
would be impossible for me to describe. They 
anticipated our wirfies in every thing. The 
cocoa-nut for our refreshment was presented 
us, as well as clubs, spears, slings, &c. &c. as 
plcdgesof theirregard, and which they caused 
one of their people to carry even to the ship. 
They examined every thing we had with us,- 
and were greatly astoni^d at the whitenes^ 
pf our skin ; several of them opened the bosom 
of my shirt, the sleeves of my coat, the bot-^ 
toma of my trowsers, and one was even so in- 
creduloijs as to wash iny hand to ascertain if 
it was not painted. At this time, we were itt 
the place of assembly, surrounded by more than 
five hundred of them, and I mu^ confessldid 
not like so strict an examination, which wai 
however put a stop to by my 'friend Morgan, 
who with Mr. fihtckmore, was undergoing a 
similar process. At his discharging a pi8t<J 
in the air, the whole assembly fell prostrate, 
Qnd in which attitude they remained a consi- 
derable time, or until they thought the shot 
had reached its d^tinatioii. When they wettf 
about to rife, a lecoiiid was fired, w^vck >ilrafl 
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ppodiKtitc of the same effeet. Thift seen« m^ 
8o truly ludicroQsi' th^t td have wlthbeld-froiri 
laughing would have been mocally' impoasibU^ 
Whefl they had roooffvedi at their request, 
the pistols were sever^ times ttischargsd 
bat during the rebt «f the day;- every one 
observed the most ftecomm«dating distance. ■ I 
bave hot the rodoti tiiv^al thought of tbur 
baving beeiv actUftM by aught but curios 
sity, for had they enttrtbined a hbatitethoughtf 
our -being anned with-pistnls would nothaM 
iotiniidated them t we wore bo few in. DumheTf 
that OD^ volley of Btooes^ from their, slingerst 
wauld have givea theiA quiet possession of our 
bodies. On tlds occasion I leceived gnaH 
assistance firom my Tayo Patopkeoi sis well as 
CA^very otheri during the whole period of our 
stay ill .the Island. ' • 
' Tit^iMoraiB of' this place, like those ofTu*- 
huo«y, 'are by no means 4iflndsome, biit the 
BqttBre «f ^ptrblid -assembly' is mucb superior^ 
lind-'sntffiea^ntly'sparioHS tooontsin 1900 peo^ 
pU t itfis td9> ^eU built. ' Tbc manners ahd 
cAMtMnsof-thIa 'tribe j appesr in every respect 
the same asttio^e at the Port; or Tuhuonyi 
UteMhdii very luxuriant, but nothing is pro- 
pagated ; save the few trees from whose fruits 
^ey sbbsiWj '&bA Wt^^ almost grew sponta- 
neous. There is not any sugar cane, though 
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it would Sourish throughout the Island. In 
the moDntains I saw several toiall birds of a 
beauteous plumage, but they are not plenty. ' 

It was here these poor, but ftiendly people^ 
complained in the most bitter terms of the bar- 
barity they had experienced from Captain Por- 
ter,, and pointed but the spot where he came 
with a. devastating and ruthless hand, and 
not content with burning their villages, and 
destroying their tries, shot cold bloodedly,four- 
teen of their defehcelessbrethren. Id spe:^* 
ing ofbini their countenances became quite 
ferocious, and " Te keeno Porter mat6, mat^, 
Typee,** or the " wicked and brutal Porter mur- 
dered the Ttfpees," resounded throughout the 
circle. Their joy athearing he was taken a 
prisoner, wasexcessive, and expressed by the 
most hideous grimaces. One of them, to ex- 
plain more fully to the rest that his was a priso- 
ner, tied his legs with his sling, and the plea- 
sure this diffused, was not only conspicuous in 
every face, but proved that this gentlem9a'9 
conduct had by no meaos kept pace with the, 
dignity of a civilized nation, nor reflected ho- 
nour on America ; and that in the. account gi- 
ven of him at Port Anna Maria, there had been 
^o exaggeration. u 

I strove with assiduity to ascertain if be 
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really had not some cause which might be ad> 
du^d in extenuation, but no clueconld I find 
to any thing, having a tendency to qualify hii 
conduct. Cocoa-nuts they brought him in 
great abundance, as well as the greater part 
of their pigs. He demanded more, to which 
they found it impossible to accede, without 
great injury being done to, their., bleeding 
stock : but this they were obliged to do to 
prevent the fiirth^ efTusion of, blood. This 
point accomplished, Captaln'Forter returns in 
triumph to the. port, laden with his trophies 
and booty, where he is hailed the great, the 
magnanimous conqueror ! ! * 

The reader will, lam satisfied, feel great in- 
dignation at conduct so repugnant to human 
nature, and in opposition to civilization; but 
more particularly so when he finds that the 



* After the return of Captain Porter from this horrible 
ll»nghter, vhich had termiaated in a manner so disgrace, 
fnl to the arms of America, he caused a'throne t6beerecU 
ed in his cabin, on which he lat to receire the homage at 
those people whom he bad rendered tributary to the Ameri- 
can flag. On which occasion he styled himaelf king. 
Thif I had from Wilaoo, our interpreter, who was bm- 
■elf present at tbis bombaitical coronation, whicbwonld b»

Th& day was far ddranotd,' and.neither.of as, 
being d6sirDu»tb spend thenightin soremotea 
place, wctunted mirfebMight&uponre-crossiag 
tho' mountaids, ! wMckt we found iofiDitely 
moFctedioOa tbahinthosfOMt. A great con- 
CDarse acoompanied us t« the summit,, whea 
we partedi and I: must oonfesd, I reiuxned oa 
on board not'len delighted with my Journey, 
than satined that the tale&I had b^orebeaxd 
relative to the Typees, had net the smallest 
claim to veracity. ,(.-,. 

' I ahall now give a brief aloBtch of wbat pass- 
ed at Tuhuony during the period oCthe Estex's 
itay tbare> as well as thei ultimate fateofth* 
prizes she took with her, but before I proceed 
ferther, I will lay before the reader a couple of 
paragraphs from a written document which 
.Qa^ptain Porter caused to be buried under the

CAPTAIN PORTER'S DECLARATION. 

**k ii hereby made known lo the world, that 
I David Porter, a Captain in the Navy of the 
United States of America, and now;in <on>- 
•mand oftheUnited Statca Frigate £8Bex,bave 
on the part of the sdid United States^ ukeH 
possesBion of the Island oalfed by the natires 
Nooaheevah, gaoerally known by (he natne of 
Sir Henry Martyn's Island, bmt now- called 
Maddison's IslamI ; that by the request and 
assistance <d the Friendly tftbea residing in 
the valley ofTuhBony,^aE(well'as the tribes re- 
sting in. tbi0 ' Motintaiiis^* whom. I have con* 
qiMred and rendered tributary ta oaf flag, I 
have caused tlie' village of Maddi^^n to be 
bailt, cimsisting of axjootivenient btNKM, a 
nope walk, baJceiy, and.oither apptatteiiances ; 
and for the protection of the same, I Law con- 
structed a fort calculated to moaht si^eeti 
;guns, wbereon I havie tnoanted foiir, aind: have 
called the same Fort MadcUson. 

•'Presents, consisting of the pirodnco of the 
Island : to a great amount have beea^ bntaght 
in bjr'0v^ry;tril^in die Island, not excepting 
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tfee most remote." Here he goes on to enu- 
merate the tribes, aftet which he says, *'Our 
right to this Island being founiled on priority 
of discovery, conquest, and possession, cannot 
be disputed ; but the natives to secure them- 
selves that friendly protection which their de- 
feoceleM situation so much required, hate re- 
quested tobeadniitted into the great Aiiiericaa 
JFajDJIy ; whose pure tepubKcan policy ap- 
proaches so near their own, and, in order to 
encourage those views to their own interest 
;aitd happiness, as well as to render secure our 
claim to an Island, valuable on to many consi- 
derations, I have taken upon myself to promise 
them tbey shall be so adopted ; that our chief 
shall be their chief, and they having given me 
assurances that such of their brethren, as may 
hereafter visit thero from the United States, 
fhall enjoy a welcome and hospitable reception 
among them, and be furnished with whatever 
refireshments and supplies the Island may af- 
;ford ; that they will protect them against their 
.enemies, and as far as lays in their power will 
prevent the subjects of Great Britain (know- 
ing them to be such) from coming among 
them until peace shall take place between the 
'ttro nations." 

The: remainder of this document is quite 
nninteresting, but' it was signed by Captain 
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Porter, and the whole df the officers belong-, 
ing to the Essex. 

Froni this document it appears, that tbi* 
royal personage on his arrival, thought it ex- 
pedient to take possession of an eminence, aad 
en it to erect a battery for the protection of the 
people, ^ho were at .work in the pjain below.- 
Town Maddison too, was constructed, a3 welL 
as a wall, not mentioned in any part of his de- 
claration, inclosing his camp, which now stands 
as a lasting monoment of his barb^tj- "^^Q 
fort was demolished,, and Town Maddison 
burnt im mediately :after his departure from the 
Island, and this wall, notwithstanding his si* 
Jence on the subject in his declaration, to the 
world, having soipe claim to atteption, must 
not be lef^ imnoticed. It is about 5 feet high, 
built of stone, and incloses an oblong of nearly 
600 yards of ground, and was constructed by 
the English prisoners, who. were obliged to 
work, either at building, or carrying stone, 
during the whole period of its completion, in 
the heat of the day, and disgracefully loaded 
with iroQS. . But. to explain this more fully, it 
will be necessary for me to use the words of 
Mr* Vfatson, a Captain of ope of the Whalers, 
w^O, ,wb!gn he.was sh,ewiog me these instru; 
mopts of tyr^qnyj Impressed bimself in the fol* 
Jowing. niiAjQnW;; — ^*:Y«,,Siri ;in these irons I 
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have carried many a load of stone, aadoTyotl 
ever go to Port Anna Maria, you will probably 
see a wall -which' I participated m building. 
We bad men to attend as with whips, nor 
were we allowed to carry this shot under .oar 
arm, but made to drag it after us. I rtill ne- 
ver part wi^h them while I iive, and wheil I get 
bone, I will have them fitted in a case, for the 
gratrficatioti of those who may wish to set 
them." This isas near tike relation as I could 
fccoUect, when I retum^ on board to give fta 
place in my jonrbaL : He related scvwal other 
Cruel hardships whichhe had been subjected 
to, but as I think a sufficient saiti^le has been 
given of this self-created MottaEch'shnmanity, 
I prdceed with my narrative. ; 

It here, ' perhaps^ taiay not be inlpr<^r to 
pay that ttibute to the character of Captain 
Lownes (the then first Lieut, of thie Essex) 
which be seems *> justly entitled to;,— 
Throagbout the whole. He appears to have beM 
a generons fellow*, and 38 piuch as laid in his 
power to lave alleviated ttbe distresses ottht 
prisoners. TTiey spoke of him in very 'high 
terms. •■■■..: 

The Essex sailed firom KooaheeVah, leaving 
"Uieir prizes iti charge of Lieut. 0amble, ef tiltt 
taarines, who faasbeen pt^Ated dtittb me M-t 
more cniel, and toerotle^ tyradtdlfWfevsti Hiik^ 
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Majesty the Captam liltnself. ^his Gentlt^ 
man remained in the port some time subse- 
quent totlie departure of theKssex/ but his 
conduct being the occasion of several deser- 
tions, and thereby 'being wea*»nfed, he hasten- 
ed his departure. He ifras preparing the 
'Greenwich for ina 'receptioii, and had ^ovett 
the prisoners On bo^d '(Hfe ■ ^Hip he lived in': 
these embraced theWrilfest opportuTiity (Jfria- 
ing, and Mr. ■fenjbi'e- *a!' seized, put into 
irons, and jtftferwar{te flogged with six ^ozen 
on the back, in retaliation for the ntimbetdf 
lashes he had wantonly bestowed on ;therii. 
The English, with a fiw Americans 'who had 
joined them', put immediately to sej^, taking 
Mr. Gamble with th^m, and *hen nearly out 
of sight of Und.'they put him into a boatyvith 
only a broken bar, and bid him'getback if he 
could — he was also, shot ^at, and wounded la. 
the heel :— however; he suiceeded in regaining 
Ihe Islan«!t; when/he found bis ajtuat^on. very 
alarmiflg,' his crew by desertic(npemg.|freatly 
redocfid, aii'dnot, a native,m. fiis fayor. .H4 
therefore sent an armed h,oat to the. shore, to 
bftri^ 0^ What little was t(iei:e remainiogt 2p.d 
aldo't'6 plunder fheharbqur aiidWilson, who'ha^ 
refused to tiike a part against the natives; bnt 
fonuAe sfitl in opposition tojUis viewsi ^hiUt 
tte^ wet^e'inl^loy^a ii ^is amiibie work, tlie 
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boat was thrown on the beach by the surf, 
and the men, anxious to get her again afloat, 
UBthinkingly left, their arms, wheil a party of 
natives who were in ambush, rush«d in upoa 
them, and in an instant Mr. Feltuf, a mid- 
shipman, and two,me[i, were laid dead on the 
beach : the rest succeeded in swimming off to 
.the ship, but not .witl^out carrying; with them 
some severe bruises which th^y had received 
from the stones. Mr.. Gamble's cases now be- 
came extremely serious, and dreading an at- 
tack from the shore, he set fire to the Green- 
wich, cut his own cables, and put to sea, and 
'bending his course towards Owhy hee, he arriv- 
ed there just in time to be taken possession of 
by His Majesty's sloop Cherub, who brought 
him in safety to Valparaiso. Thermometer 
on board 84", on shore 100" to 105". 

By the consent of all the tribes assembled^ 
excepting the. Typees, (who declared they 
would make no concession, or acknowledge- 
ment, to any power) the Island was taken 
jwssession of in the name of his Britaunic Ma- 
jesty. A royal salute was fired from the Bri- 
ton and Tagus, and the Union displayed on a 
flagstaflf at the Palace Royal. This was a 
parting ceremony, and early next morning we 
weighed anchor, and proceeded to the Island 
of Christiana} where. vr^ attjved qnt^eSlst. 
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^next day) and anchored in a small bay to the 
eastwardiof ResoUifion bay. Here we were 
soon visited -by ^sOme- of ';the natives, whose> 
manners aftd castoma we' found similar tc 
Uiose- of Novaheevah, excfepting a great pro- 
jieosity'to fhievihg, and a trifliiig difference in 
some df -their wordsi Tfie'scinery (if'lhis- 
place tik^ rhat of the..(ithler'lsl3nd3 has an ex- 
ciediAgly wild' and- romantifc- appearance. — ■' 
The mountains high, steep; and cirvered with" 
foliage of most luxuriant hlatui^ri. Thfe land \i 
Very rich, and, like Novaheicvah, capable of 
every iroprovement.' ' ■ • - ■■ ■ - ' 

, "At tfris Island^ Crt>oki one oFthe missionary 
Getitlerneni was left by Captain' WHsdn,btrtf 
believe he did not retnaih long enough to wbrk 
any pafticular good arhong the -natives; ' His 
bousQwa^-in aretii^d-spot, near-the bank of a 
riv«r,' ahouta mile frotnthe shore. It bore no 

' trace of ever haviog.beeh the residence of a 
European. He was much esteemed. 

The water here is good, and ships may be 

** supplied with ease, though not with great ex- 
pedition. It was here one of Mr. Gamble's 
men, (Peter Snack,) joined us, who complained 
greatly of that gentleman's conduct, which he 
declared was the sole and oniv cause of hisde* 
sertion. I do not imagine he entered on 
board the Briton with a view of serving 
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agaiaat bis country, but merely to ensure a 
passage back, his conduct during his stay on 
board was exeiQplary. This man corroborated 
tjie story of Captain Porter's canmation. 

The natives of this Island were labouring 
under the influence of an intermittent fever and 
ague, for which wasadministered both as a re- 
ipedy and antidote, the juice of the leaves of 
certain trees and berries, and which was at- 
tended with great success. Boyce, a boy 14 
years old, deserted here. 

Our curiosity being now pretty well satiat- 
ed, for we had seen every thing worthy of no- 
tipe, on the morning of the Sd September we 
took our final, departure from these friendly 
peopte, and as this chapter has been rather 
long, 1 shall leave the reader to rest awhile, 
and the interesting incident which transpired 
on our voyage back to th$ Contiaenti h^ will 
^nd related in the eqsuiag oite* 
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CHAPTER V. 



Having sailed from' tlie Marquesas, it will 
be necessary for me lo take a cursory view of 
Mr. Btigh's voyage to Otaheite, in 1788, 
about wbich perioJ he wa^ appointed to tho 
command qf the Bounty, with a Mr. Christiai) 
as bis Chief Mate, or First Lieutenant, for the 
purpose of conveying the bread-fruit tree to 
the West Indies. The progress he made in his 
undertaking— his sailing ^oo) Otaheite — the 
subsequent mutiny^the entire annihilation of 
the object of his voyage, and the miraculous re« 
turn to the coast of 'Hmor, ii^ an open boat, are 
circuDistaoces so well known, and have been so 
feelingly described, thatat the verynameofthe 
Bounty, they must rectir with such strength 
to any reBective mind, that it will be needless 
for me to touch on the conduct of the unfor- 
tunale young man, who le^l that much tq be 
lamented conspiracy, or that of the experiencr 
ed Navigator, who appears to have been the 
chief object of their hatred, and I am alraid 
the sole cause orthe unjustifiable CQndtict uffd 
.ifnurdstum. 
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For many years, the ultimate fate of Cbria- 
tian was uncertain, and the prevailing opinion 
was, that after he had left and destroyed the 
Bounty, he returned to the coast of S. Ame- 
rica, and entered into the Spanish service ; nay, 
it has even been asserted, he had been recog- 
nized in that situation, and after the account 
given of him by Mayhew Folgier,* there were 
many who retained the same opinion ; but the 
matttr is at present too clearly demonstrated 
to admit of a doubt* and those idle tales must 
now meet the fate they then merited. 

The following account is given in the Mis- 
sionary Voyage, of the conduct of the Muti- ^ 
neer^ at, and their departure from Otaheite, 
since'which period to the time of Captain 
Folgier's touching at Fitcairnes, every thing 
relative to those infatuated men has been but 
a vague conjecture. 

" The wind blew fresh from Toubouai and 
the' intention of our Captain was not to go 
near this Island ; but for the sake of some who 
were desirous of seeing it, we tacked to wind- 
ward, and towards evening got within a few 
miles of it ; he thought it not prudent to land 
On account of the natives being prejudiced 
against the English,* through the'Mutineers.of 
tiie Bounty, -'who had destroyed near a hun- 
dred of theiri'. ■ ■' ■ ' , , . . 

* The master of tb« fint ahip which toachvd atPitoairnu 
|4wd. 
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** This Island was discovered by Captain 

Cook, in theyear 1777t and uponit the un- 
happy Fletcher Christian, with his cooipani- 
oas, the Mutineers of the Bounty, attempted a 
settlement in 17S9. They had with them 
some natives of Otaheite, and live stock of dif- 
ferent sorts. Notwithstanding the opposir 
tion they met with from - the natives oa' their 
first arrival, -they warped the ship through ttie 
only opening in the reef ; then landed, chose a 
spot of ground, built afort thereon, and taking 
their live stock on shore, they intended, had 
the natives proved friendly to their stay; cq 
have , destroyed the Bounty ; and fixed them- 
selves there : but - their own unruly.'conduct 
alienated the native^ from them, who withheld 
their women, which they were ready toseize by 
violence: they excited c^e jealousy of the 
chiefs by a friendship formed, with.one ia pre- 
ference to .the rest; they were ' disunited 
amongst themselves, and many longed for 
Otaheite: they resolved to leave Tonbo'uai, for 
and carry with them all they live stock! which 
had brought, the benefit of which the Touboui- 
ans began to understand, and were unwitting 
to see them again all collected and removed. 
This caused the first brawl between the Otaheo 
itean servants, who were driving in the hogs, 
and the natives. Jnsolen:ice, |.nd waiit of gen- 
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tieness, and eeticlllation, led to all the Moody 
consequMoes which ertsned. The tiativfis 
were ntffnerbus, &nd fought With great cou- 
rage, farcing the Mntmeers, to avail them- 
selves of a high ground, where With their su- 
perior elcill, and the advantage of tir^-arms, 
snd the aid of the Otaheiteans, ' who fought 
bravely on this occasioQ, they utlast cattie off 
victorious, with only two of themselves 
wounded, whilst the dead bodies of the Tou- 
bouians cohered the spot ; and vt^ere after- 
Wards thrown iip in three orfbur heaps, Thus 
finding that no peaceable settlement was now 
to be obtained in this place, they shipped their 
live stock, abandoned their fort; and taking 
their friendly chief on bosrd With them, 
weighed anchor and steered towards Matavai 
bay, in the Istuitfbf Otaheite. On their pas- 
sage thither it is said Christian became very 
melancholy, iObnfintng himself to his caljln, 
and would hardly speaka word to any person ; 
iameming most probably, that the resolutions 
he bad formed without deliberation, and exe-^ 
cuted with rash haste, had now involved his life, 
and those of his adherents inmisery. Assoon 
as they anchdred in Matavai bay in Otaheite, 
those who wished to stay there went onshore; 
bat nine of the Mutineers, and also soAie 6!r 
4be native tqen end women mnainft) oii 
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b<kird. With these Christian cuttingthe cable 
in the nig^tit, put to tea, and steering to the 
N. W. has never been heard of since." 

We left the friendly Marqnesians on the Sd 
ofvSeptember, and were proceeding on our 
voyage- to regain theport of Valparaiso, steer-' 
ing a'couree which ooght^- according to the. 
clifirts and every other authority, to have car- 
ried us nearly 3 degrees of longitude to the' 
eastward of Pitcairn's island, and our sur- • 
prize was greatly excited by its sudden and 
unexpected appearance. It-was in the second' 
watch when we made it. At day light we. 
proceeded to a more close examination, and 
. soon: perceived huts, cultivation,- and -people; - 
of the latter, some were making signs, pothers ' 
launching their lihle canoes through the surf, - 
into which they;threw'them3elves with- great 
dexterity, aiid pulled tovynrds us.' 

At this nionieiit ' hbelieve neither Captain . 
Bi^h.'of'the Boiinty, norChriatian, had-enter- '■ 
ed-any: 'of bur dioughla,l3nd in waiting '■ the - 
approach' of the stiaiigers, we prepared to ask - 
them some questions ^'ih the' language of those '■ 
peaplewehad so recently left. -They came — ' 
and' for me to ^ctdris the' wonder which. wjis 
coMfiteuous in every; countenance, at -being-: 
hulod lin ipei&ct. English, what was -the-name - 
of tfaftship, iai who dominaoded' her, would ' 
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be imiwteiUe— our durprbe can alone be con- 
eelyed:. The Captain antwered, indt now a 
regular eonvetrsation commenced. Hei^eqoest- 
ed'themto come alongside, and the rtply was, 
** We have no boat hook to hold on by." ** [ 
will throw you a rope" said ibe Capi^o. ** If 
yoo do we have nothing to make it fast- to" 
was the answer. However, they at length 
Qime -on. board, exetnplifying not the least 
feart but th<ir astdnUhment was unbounded. 

After the friendly lalutatioa ofgoodmoN 
rl>w. Sir, frbni the: first man who entered 
(Meckey) fol-tbdt W3$ bis namej "Do yoa 
ktiow, said he, one Wiliiam Btigh, iil &ig- 
l^nd ? This quedtion threw A hew light on 
the subject, and he was immediately asked if 
he knew 6ne Christian, ahd the reply was 
ghren with lombch natural inraplicity, that I 
shall here use his proper Wotds. " Oh yes,", 
said he, " Vtty well, his: son is in the boat 
tlwre oorairig up, his namt; is Friday Fletcher 
October Cbristiaiti His fathet* itifettd now-^ 
he was shot by a blsok foHow.'* Several of 
them bad now reaehed ttie ship, and the scene . 
was become eSibeedingly intwesting^ ievery one 
betiaytd the greatest anxiety to know tb« iH« 
tittale^iteofthatmi^edyouoginian^ of whose 
ead so mfemy v:^^ reports iHi belnn in ci^tu- 
laliui, aod' thote who did not'tik ^[aettiods^ 
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^voured with avidity every word wliieh led 
loan ehicidation of the mysterious terminaUon 
of the uhfortuaate Bounty. 

■ the questions which w«re now put wero 
aumerous, and as:i am inolined tobeiieve their 
being arranged with their specific ansvt'ers^ 
will coovey to ^beneader, thecitcHtnstance as 
it really took plsee, with gieattr force than z> 
oontimiedrelBtioih { ■liall adopt'tliat plan,- and 
those occun-ences whicli- did not lead imme-' 
diately to the end of Cliriatian, and the esta- 
bli^hnientof. tbe colony, bwillrehteiaitlifbttyt 
as tbey trao^)ured; .

Q. — Was there any other distarbanoa be»^ 
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tween the Otalietians and English* after th« 
death of Christian ? 

A. — Yes, the black fellows rose, shot two 
£nglishmeD,and wounded John Adami, who 
is now the only remaning man who came in 
the Bounty. 

Q. — How did Adams escape being mur- 
dered? 

A. — He hid himself in the wood, and the 
same night, the women enr^ed at the mur- 
der of the English, - to whom they were more 
partial than, their countrymen, rose and put 
every Otahetian to death in their sleep. This- 
saved Adams, his wouoda .were soon. healed,, 
aod although old, he now enjoys good health, 

Q. — How many men and women- did 
Christian bring with him in the Bounty ? 
. A. — ^Nine white men, six from Otaheite,- 
and eleven women. 

• Q. — And how many are there now on the 
Island ?- 
, A. — In all we have 4>S. 

Q-— Have you ever heard Adsms say how 
lODg it is since be came to the Island i 
I A-— Iluve lieard it isabootSi years ago'. 

Q. — And what became of the Bounty? 
- A. — After every thing useful was taken out 
of her, sbewu run on ^hwe, Kt fire to, and- 
bumt. 
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Q. — Have you ever heard how many 
it is since Christian was shot ? 

A.— I understand it was about two 
after his arrival at the Island. 

Q, — Wliat became of Christian's wife? 

A. — She died soon after Christian's son was' 
bor-o, and I have heard that Cliristian took 
forcibly the wife of one of the black fellows to 
supply her place, and which was the chief 
cause of his being shot. 

Q. — Then, Fletcher October Christian is 
the oldest on the Island, except John Adams^ 
and the old women ? 

A. — Yes he is the first born on the Island. 

Q. — At what age do you marry ? 

■ A.— Not before 19 or 20. 

Q. — Are you allowed to have ratwe than 
ene wife?' 

A. — No! we can have but one, and it is 
wicked' to have more. 

Q. — Have you been taught any religion ? 

A. — Yes, a very good religion.' 

Q, — In what do you believe ? 

■ A.— ^I believe in God the Father Almighty, 
&c (Here be went through the whole of the 
Belief.) :

^ Before we had finished onr ihterrogsitorieii 
the hourofbreakfaBthad arrived, and we soli-' 
tiled oor half countrymen, as they styled 
themsdres, toateompany as below, and i>ar- 
tkke of our repait^ to which they acquiesced 
without thuch ceremony. 'The circle in which 
fre had sarrounded them being opened; 
brought to the notice of Mackey, a little blade 
terri«r. He was at l^^t ft-ightened, ran be- 
hiud one of the ofiicrirs, and looking brer his 
flhouldftr said, pbibtlhg to the (log, " 1 knov 
what that is, it is i dog^ I heVedr taw a dc^ be- 
fore — wilt it bite :?" After a short pause he ad- 
dressed himsef:to Christi&D, saying with great 
MmiratiDB,"ltisi pretty thing too to look at, 
is it liot?" 

The whole bf them were inquisitive, and iii' 
their quNtioni as'weir as answers, betrayed a 
very great share of natural abilities. 

They dskedthe names of whatever they 8a\v, 
ahd ^ purposes to which it was applied. 
This, they wpuIH iay, was prett:y, — that th«y 
did not like, and were greatly surprised at our 
hftving 90 tnariy things which they were not 
pdaMssetl of in tbc Island. 

The qrcanistancB of t^ dog, .the thing* 
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Wt eves to a much greater degree .than when 
tj^ey hailed us in our native language ; ami I 
sgust here confess I blushed when I saw .na- 
ture in Us most simjile staite, oflfer that tribute 
of respect to. the Omnipotent Creator, ^ vrhkh 
foMnanediicatiotildid net perfoinii-nor.froin' 
society had been taught its necessity. 'Er» 
tbey. began to eat; on. their knees, and with 
binds uplifted did they implore permis^itHi to- 
pactake in peace wliatwas-set before them,3tid 
when they bad eaten heartily, resuming tlieir 
ffHrnKr attitude, offered a fervent , prayer of 
thanksgiving for the indulgence they hadijiist' 
cftp^lfin^ied- Our omission l. of this ceremony 
4id Q^.escape Uieir notitie* foe Cbrbstias ask*; 
ed me whether ,U Wis.not (^tomary withiis. 
a[4Q. vHere.. nature waatnuiiiplianti foe-; I 
8}^Dld do a)y9eir.aQ: irrepacable.iDJ.aat ice, did I 
npt .MfUb -Candour acknowledge^ .1 waS' botbi' 
enibarrd^sed and wholly at.a. loss; for .asoa^d ■

it was a source of mirth and gratiiicatioa to 
him. 

. Th^ hatred of these people to the blacks is 
Btrongly- rooted, and which doubtless owea 
its cffigin to the early quarrels which Christ 
tlan and his followeis bad mtb the Otabetians 
after their arrival at Pitcarnes ; to illBstratQ 
^hifdi I shall here relate' an occnrrenos whtcb 
took plaoe at breakiast. 

Soon after young Chriatian had ixgfin, a 
W^t Indian Black, who was one of tbe «w- ; 
vaotSr entered the gun-room to attend tabl*M 
usuaL Christian looked at him sternly, ro«^ 
a^ed for his hat, and said, "I don't like: that 
black fellow, I most go," andit requlndaomo 
little persoasion, 'ere he would again rsstloto 
his seat. The innooeat Quashe was often ftf4 
minded oi the anecdote by his fellow seiraatfit 

After coming along sid« th? ship, ba ctigvr 
were they to get on. board, that several' vftbf 
canoes bad been wholly abandonedr and-go*^ 
adrift, This was the occasion of an anecdote 
which will show most conspicuously ;beg|0o4 
nature of their dispositions, ,and tben^Kie;?^*- 
sor£ed to in deciding a doubleciaim. The oar 
noes being brought back to die shif^ ; the 
Captain ordered that onec^tbem sf^ouldifr 
nutin ineach* when it became a qdiwsti^n.tf 
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ii4iich that duty should devolve ; however it 
vna soon adjusted, for Mackey observed that 
he supposed they were atl equally anxious to 
see the sbipi and the direst vray would be for 
them to cast lots, as then there would be no 
ill will on either side. This was acceded tcr, 
and those to whom it fell to go into the boat,' 
departed without a murmnr. 

I could wish it had been possible for us to 
have prolonged our stay for a few' days^ ' not 
only for our own gratification, but for the be^ 
nefit which these poor people would have de- 
rived froAi it, for I am perfectly satisfied; 
ftom <the interest every oije took,- nothing 
would have been withheld by'theroweat of the 
crew Which probability told him would add tO 
tlteir comfort : however this was impOutble ; 
for, from some cause on the pait of the com- 
^missariat department, and which I cannot 
Well explain, we were reduced to go compa- 
raUvely small a portion of provisions, that it 
vas necessary to use every means to expedite 
our return to South America, and after ascer- 
taining the longitude to be in 130* 25', W. knd 
latitude 3d'' 4>'S. we again set sail and pro- 
«eded on our voyage. ' ■■-■■■■■■■■.■'■ 
No.orie but the Captains went ashore^ 
which will be a source of lasting regret to me^ 
for I would iBtlier fa^ve seen the simplicity of 
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tbat little villags, than alt the splendour and 
knagnificence of a city. 

I now lament it the more, because the con- 
^UBion of this chapter will be from the rela- 
tion of another, and I' was \rilling to jay as lit* 
,tle as possible before the reader, bat to what 
I had myself been a witness-; still, as I can 
rely on its veracity, I shall hope it will please. 
*' After landing" said my friend " and wi had 
ascended a little eminence, we were impercep- 
tibly led through grouped of coeoa^niks And 
bread-frurt trees, to a beantiful'-pictuiesque 
little rill^,' formed on' an oblong ^uaire, 
' with trees, of various' kinds irregularlv inter- 
Bpersed. The houses small, but reguUr,'Coa- 
venient, and i of unequalled cleahlinees^ The 
daaghter of Adams, received us on the hilt. 
She came doubtlessly as a spy, and had we ta- 
ken men, or even been armed ourselves, 
>routd certainly hare given her father timely 
notice' to escape, but as, we had neither, she 
waited our an'ival, and conducted ue to where 
her father was. Slie was arrayed in nature's 
tjmple garb, and whoUy unadorned, but she 
iras beauty'ft &elf, and needed not the aid of 
oniament. She betrayed some surprize— ti- 
midity was i prominent feature. 
<.**John Adams isa fine looking old man^np- 
JHxnobing . tb sixty ears Qt age, Wc cbn- 
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versed with him a long time, relative to the 
mutiny of the Bounty, and the ultimate fite of 
Christian. He denied being accessary to, or 
J^aving the least knowledge of the conspincy, 
^ut he expressed great horror at the coadoct 
f}f Capt»fl BUgh, not only towai-ds bis men, 
but 9&Ken aUo> X asked him if he had a de- 
«re ito Rturn to England^ aod I must conftu 
his JTCplyifig ia the afinnatiye, caased me 
^eat smprise. 

"He told me he was perfectly awaiie how 
deeply be was iovolved ; that by foUowiiigttM 
fortune of Christian, he had sot only eft* 
cfFificed every daim to bb countiy, bat that 
his life, was the aecessary forfeiture for sach 
9P act, and be supposed would be esaoted 
flPfp him was he ever to return : notwithst^sul* 
ing 4U these drcumsUBces, nothing would be 
fiUe to occauoin him so much gratification M 
(hat pf3eeing once more, prior to his death) 
kkatcountry which gave hun. birth, and from 
Vtbich he had beea so long estcaaged.

Itewwereaspure and innocent, as this impres- 
fion indicated. No lascivious looks, w-any 
Jooae> forward manners^ which aomuoh diMiia-.

1 jljiic Island itself has an exdetfdingty pnftty 
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appeiranee, and I was iivformed by Chrigttan, 
every part was fertile and capable of being cul- 
tivated;.

In tlie uouTli-east direction, and about ten 
miles from Valparaiso, is ihe Lagoon, on 
wliicli there is trequently good shooting. 
Swans are foand there, and at times black 
ooe». There are also, near this place, some 
Tcry good farms. 

Tlie natives of Chili are very expert at 
throwing tlie Lesto, and hy which every kind 
«f animal is caught. The process Is thus. A 
nan with a rope of 90 yards or upwards in 
length (having at the end to be delivered, a 
koot«e) coiled in. his right haqd, turns it twice, . 
or ibrice over his head to create vetocity 'ere 
IwtlirDW8.it at the object, wbicht let it' be a, 
ImII, tu'ver so wild, hei^-ill be sure to take 
him:. by the boms or head. They are so ex- 
eehd*i)gl.y dexterous at tin* work, that they.

the leg>4H they can by the head or neck. 
. When speaking of the. garrison, 1 omitted 
to My (lie <j(Ovcmor is also military commab- 
dnu aad' Itds.miilec him about 700 men, who 
|i(enatt%M «f the country, badly dressed, nn<^ 
4iH^^<i>ied,and.l believe generally di'^afl^^ted 
tO'-.tta. apajui4i ixovernmeac. U is hardfcfr. 
pofilbU).fiiyia^«etelh& xeadec wilh; a proprf 
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idea of their dresti or arms ; but a gaard, wb«ft 
turned out, is the most motley group 1 ever 
beheld or oould have imagined. Among a 
rcore it may be confidered extraordinary, if 
there c^n be found one pair of shoes or stock- 
ings. Their arms also, are very defective. 

It inay not be improper, if I here, by way of 
conclusion ' to this chapter, -make a Ihort de- 
greffion, and give an outline of what pafled-in 
this country subsequent to our first arrival in 
die port, when we found Capt. Hetlier, of the 
Fhcebe, had joll returned from Chilan, after 
having succeeded in conditdiilg a treaty with 
the Patriots lor ah airmisttoe t^one year, du- 
Aag which period, tlie country was ttf enjoy a 
(no tjade, ind the Spani^ flag to be reipect- 
cd. By this treaty, and ilvhlch I have under- 
ftood he was authorised to make by the Vice- 
roy of Lima, on any teriits, the Spanifh army 
oiider Gen. Oanqz, Was ektficated fivm that 
ftte which otherwise awaited it. The priso-^ 
ners alfo, and among whom were officers ofta- 
loic^and diftinction, were set at fiberty, and 
coaveyed by-us, as I have before dated, tb li- 
wa. This object effbctcid, which was the ei^d 
*f the Vid8r6y*s views, he' broke tfaetrei^ 
cotered intb oti bi^ part by Capt. Hdlier, lini 
teu -^tence that he httd' excieeded his in- 
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a^fmJh t^pedition agaisll Chili, ariil'tfieani- 
yal-oftlie Talavei^ RegifnentfrotDSpain,.whicb 
tjiirsbed for rapine and plunder, enabled him 
M carry Ills wtlfaes into instant- eflliect. This 
enpedition, Oseovio, a Spaniard by birth, and 
I understand. poflelTed ofalL the bad qualities 
mli«rcnt in his.couqtrymen, without a single 
good one of his own* was appointed to coni'^ 
nand. Every thing to faoilitate his conipk- 
tion was don«, bnty however much the. viceroy 
Bii|fht hare wiflied to prevent it, the news 
foon reached Chili, and in the interim, meassiM 
were taken \n that country to couitteract hs» 
duplicity. But thofe who bad (keen id oppo* 
sjtton to.C^. Hellier's CQinrention, insteadi 
of^uaiting with ihcm, upbraiAed bi* psny 
with tre^ohefy, and 4>f hayingtoId:tbeircouil^ 
tjcy. , Thfs*: repro^cbeis. however jaftty tbty. 
Sftigl^ have l^en applied, . were (faarpencd by- 
otbcr inyectivcB) i^id at l^c^th tbetx private 
. nsentmont pitsponderating against the pubtte 
good, hostiliticH .vQ^mieflced between the two . 
panira. I t^ Cairrafee. heading one, die Roaei 
tba .other. During the internal brcvla, md 
battlef; which icdl^weid. thf) coBimon entmy. 1» 
both, was ; wholly; lofl aijht of.^nd they placiid 
themseilyes.on th^ n^rgiii of that phscipioA 
iwm which they WSW ujtlRjately burled. 0» 
if>no^sfXfe^»tipa,tw4J>iM»^«0i«plet^, sailed^ 
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■and afriifed at Conception ; nay, hs was even 
on h!s ihitrch towards Kancagii'a before ilieir 
urihatiiral delirium was at all dispatched. 
"WTien he arrived, he found his forces grfeatly 
ififeribr in number to what he had to contend 
with.but relying ontheouperior discipline of 
the Talavara regiment, he was anxious to bring 
them to battle, as the Chilinans were disunit- 
ed amonst themselves, and destitute even of a 
chief oroflBcer, on whom they coutd place con* 
fidence for either abilities, or courage. A bat- 
tle soon ensued, and wonderful to relate, the 
Chilinans fought so determinedly, that for a 
ConOderable time the day was doubtful, and 
jt is said that had young Carrares joined with 
his regiment, instead of standing aloof at this 
critical moment, the Spaniards would have been 
obliged to retreat; but be this as it may, the 
battle was lost, the Patriots leaving on the 
field more than 1000 in killed and wounded. 
Kancagua was taken immediate possession of, 
the Patriots dispersed, and the Carrares with 
their regiment plundered the churches, end 
levying conmbutions, crofled the Cordilleras, 
and reached Mendoza in safety, with booty to 
, an immense amount, leaving the unhappy coun- 
' try to her fate. St. Jago, the Capital, inftead 
of making resistance, erected triumphal 
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arches for the victor, and strewed Bowert be- 
fore bim as he catered. Thus waia country, 
which, for four years bad breathed the pure 
air of liberty and freedom, subjugated, and 
they may, with great propriety, date the 
epoch of their new slavery, from the period of 
their inconsiderate tresty ofChilan. 
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CHAPTER. VII. 



' The time liow elapsed' subsequent tci atrit^-' 
ing in' Port, had f\iily compensated tor oursil^ 
erings during bur vbyage from the Marquesas, 
and as the^iip had also ander£;one a toleiable 
refit, we sailed for 'the port of Callao, where we' 
arrived after touching at Coquimbo, and exp&«' 
riencing the finest weather, on the fifth day. 

Callao, the port oftima, Bta:rrds on a low 
narrow neck of land, near the ruins of the old 
town, and almost level with the sea. This 
Tsthrpus, for it can be termed nothing else, 
with the Island of San LorenBa'formsthe an- 
diorage, which' is one of the'most spactouSi 
afndbeautifiri in thewdrld ; and as the wind is 
never tempestuous or strong, excepting when 
indicative'' of an Earthquake, ships' may an- 
CHer.-'or moor in the greatest safety with a 
rope or hawsdr' of comparatively small size. 
ThC'Jdtty, or landing- place, isformed by'a 
jshi^ which - was run on shore for that putpose, 
S6'that the siirf being completely broken^ 
hotnir are at 'alltimes enaWed to laad^' 'and lie 
tlMft, imtta as ' thijch 'aiKii^^ty as if lb » 9ti^ 
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pond. To this place there are several strfams 
of water brought for the conveniency of ships, 
which can always be supplied with the greatest 
expedition. 

The present town of Cellao, does not 
amount to more than 300 liouses, which ara, 
like those of Pattai built of bamboo aod mud ; 
they are equally mean in their appearance, and 
^m the numberofsailors which are constantf 
ly here, the greater part of them are occupied , 
for public houses, or shops retailing Jgna dent 
or spirit of the country^ 

The custom house is aitoated at a little di»- 
tanoe from tfaejutty — it is an extensive eetap 
blishment, and, like those at Valparaiso, ^U 
departments are ready tosacrifioe the public 
good, or nther the good of the state, to gr^- 
fy tb«r -own insatiable thirst lor riches. It 
hasa govenior and, a numerous train of satel'* 
litefl. The trade carried on here is considerable 
from the different countries of Mesicoy Quito, 
and Chili; from whence they are.si^j^ied 
with [Utch, tarr and sulphur, with win«B,«{i*< 
rits, wood, coeoa, and Guayaquil hatsi-^nCom, 
beoop, cordage, hides, £ec. &c. are generally 
iqiparted from Chili, and from the Isbnd of 
Chiloe the woolen manufactures of the nf^ 
tirqfc .sqdias the poncho, and rugs : sonw^ 
4» l9tt«r9rQ«iid(Hj«fir9mtbcstianesfig«ni«' 
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rvfiresented-, aad are general ly ufed as carpetH fiw 
the Udces to reft: tbeir feet on. - Sugar, coffee* 
chocolate. Bad peraviaii bark, are tb« priooi- 
pal articles exported. For the prctfeflMii of 
the roodftead there are thiee battertest orie.of 
which is of great extent a^d.-ftroog. in^Uie- 
centre, is a chapeJ, the reftdtnicc of the XJrovisr-r 
ttor, . and aoldiers- barraeks : and li^nder tb« 
baftbns, whi<^ ate bomh proo^, it fufficisafc 
room.tocqntaiathe.pricipal paftof tbeSpani^ 
ards, or pfople !;to:tfafl ttiimber of ti. or 7000.: 
The fmatler ones are at a fttiail dHlance to.tb* 
Noxtb, and South, each forming a crcfcent 
projecting to. the sea, and mouotitig hi bio'bti 
six loi»g:pteces of ordnanee. . : ■ v 

. The importance o( tbefe batteries^ asa dci> 
fence, or goannil for Lima ia bat Itttb, for Atip« 
pingma^andior, and troops land much out of 
die range of .{hot from their loogeft pioce*;: 
and ai the wells of .thtf ganitbn: Contain bo« 
thing but water, too bracktfit for loag^ bs coo*- 
flant life, tbeir prefhot fupply, wlucb vk 
brought: in.a caoalihHii the rivAc LipMi can 
be inflantly. flopfiedt which, nfust ioevitaUy 
TBdace it in afboit poiod.. I underatood 
they bad tried every otelhod, but iq vavi^^tzt 
lirevent fea water frprn penetrating, aqd an 
•tKitt to. ivake fr^ atlf^ij^s t bfit, ic^ my «^ 
mfm».ifldwy jpdcefrQSvMi* Ip^aitnafj^ 
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of the place it wiU be as fraitlen as their for*, 
mcr ones, for the isthmus is narrowi aifid the 
ground where it stands if theruini of ancient 
Callao, which was about the year 1740 swaJ* 
lowed by one of those' terrible convalsioDBof . 
nature, so twniition in that country. '^The old 
ruin» To a great eKtent ane quite virib)e,iiifo- 
much that fererai of the arches of different 
churches are now above the surfiu;e. They ■• 
zpptat to have gone down bodily, and but 
little oat of perpendicular; the one under, 
which 1 went, flood perfectly ere£l. 

In digging the tienches of the batteries, ma- 
ny thousand sculls have been taken np^ which 
are, with other bones, continually carried un- 
dei* the rooft of thefeonce splendid aanftuaries, 
and there deposited. The country near Cal- 
lao is very level, and the earth contains' sucb - 
an abundance of nitre, that at many {daces 
the ground is csorered with great qaantitics .- 
naturally chryftalized; thereis a great deal' 
made in the neighbourhood, but particularly 
at Lima. The village of Bella Villa; or Belle - 
Visw, fiends in a pretty fitnation, and is an 
agreeable walk in the cool of the evening from' ^ 
the-l'cH't. The road leading to Litna is very 
commodious and flraight, has a wall of mod 
oneach fide, and the city, which is ftven mileei 
firom die port, beiagonly 300 fipet above the sea, 
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(lieafoeni: is hardly perceptible; oiithc'cwi* 
tnry, there is so great a deception, that eithev 
gwngto, orceming'fi'oni, it has the appearance 
•f adewent. 

: At about, four mtles on the road» trees have 
been planted on each fide, which, with the 
gardens t>eing conflantly in bloom tnr.soniQ 
fruit or other, makes the entrance into Lima 
peculiarly delightfal. . 

:. For the space of two miles from the gates 
there are alia walks with. feats on either fide, at 
convenient diAaiices, . for the accomraodaiioa 
ofthe public, and during tixe: evening they ar« 
generally frequealted by the SUhionable part of 
feba'- iababfUDts, either in thirir cablh^ or 
eoacbes, or dmfoot^ , . 

By: this roadithen*. and undera target bat 
not very magnificent archway^ you eAter 
(hecity of Lima,' celebrated for itsgreatricUcs, 
and having had one of its ftreets paved with 
ingots of silver, as well as having for its fdun* 
der the great Francifeo Pizzero, who it seems 
caused it to be begun, either in the year of our 
L4ird 1334, or 1635. It is, like moftofthe 
ether towns founded by the Spaniards, hud 
out in squares of 1^0 yards.each. way, with 
streets of a proportional width, crossing- cjwh 
other at right angles. Those running Aun 
Eait4o West,' have a confiant ftreom of water^ 
and as the desert i& sufBciebt, all the dir^ 
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wliicH, othnwise would be cfffenftve, Mcair'nA 
off. Those going from North to South do noi 
pofless this advaatage. In this city, it betn^ 
the Spanish Capital of the Peruvian doiaiaions, 
is the residence of the Viceroy, who may in 
•very sense be conudered as an absoliite inotj 
naroh. 

; Tha Prclideat of CbiU is aabservi»t to him, 
but from the diftance which separates theeij 
he it prccladed from having much controul 
over hit aAionsw The Marqait ofConotidi^ 
wat then the Viceroy ot Peru, and Oflorioj tbe 
FrcQdent of Chili, 

Theextentof this «ty may be estimated to be 
Mariycig-bt miles ia drcunference, ineludiog 
the soburb on the north fide oftbectver, «r 
^Mut 9 miles 3 qoarten in length* and a-ntile 
juid haK in width. Its tortification confift^ 
merely of a wall buitt of unburtU bricks, firom 
id to 90 'feet high, and nearly as manytbiek^ 
with bnftions flanking each other at a diAance 
not exceeding two hundred yards. 

Hie width of the breaft work from ibe in^ 
fide eictremity of the parapet, is by no meanii 
adequate to permit the mounting of cannoBi 
Md it4tppeara evident to have been ioteodMl 
miy to protefi the city from the incurfiont of* 
or beiog surprized by the Indians. 
. According to frazier, .whote.fJaa, lui MtU 
j» description of the place, I foaad^ tti be u^

^Beediag(y oorre3, it was bailt in l68d-by 
John Ramond a Fleraifh Prieftin the Viceroy-4 
fliip of the Dolwde la Plata. 
. ]t is now verj negle£led, and ont of rejiair, 
but tlw disaffe^ed ftate of the country Menn to 
htve created some jufiahmn amonj; the Spa* 
niards, and the Marquis of Concorxlia bai or-i 
^red feveral gateways to be repured, >and dn 
wall to be put in a proper ftate of defence ; hut 
its great ftate of diforganization preclvdes its 
being, accouipUibed in any ruaonable time^ 
It po0eflei no kind of ditchj or out^Works. ■> 
At about ISO yards, or one square from 
the bridge* is the Placa Keal, or Royal Square, 
^n the centre of wbieb are the remains of an ele* 
^Dt busa fountain; aeveral of the lions wiih 
which it .was embeltiflied, as well as part of the 
Statue of Fame fill! remain. , The water is 
thrown Jo a coosiderabte height, and the basin 
is. sufficiently spacious for it to iall within its 
muu^io. On the.eafi ude of thissquare is the 
the cathedral} and palace of the biihop. Thd 
Vtceroy's efiablifhment occupies the North 
fide ; the WeA is taken up by the court of 
jaftiee, council bouse, and prisoco, with a row 
^ai'dies, which are continued r throughout the 
South side, and under them are shops of van,' 
ous descriptiou* There is a mtirket held in 
tbi«squarer t»»t it omtfet-lxieftDf asy particu- 
lar excellence. 
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The Cathedral does not poJTess any external 
beauty ;but the" splendour, magnificence, and 
riches of the interior can alone be cdnceived. 
Tbe enchanted palaces as described in the (kU 
ry tales, recurred ' to my memory the inftaot I 
•nteied this elegant sanctuary. The great at- 
tar, ftanding at the Eaft-end, is modem, and the 
columns numeroas as they are, together witli 
every other part, are covered with silver in 
about the thickness of a dollar, and when lit 
Hp, for the perfitrmance of any particular ce- 
remeny, its britliant and beautiful appearance 
cannot be exceeded. Don Mathi^ Msftro, « 
Pried, was the arohttefl. He is also a painter 
of considerable merit. The various altars on 
citherside, are equal'm richnessif not in beau- 
ty, to the one 1 have mentioned. The Church 
o( San Augullin may be considered the next 
in beauty, by many 1 dare say superior to the 
Cathedral ; all the attars are superbly orna- 
mented, and several are of incalculable valtte, 
but particularly the one,ere£led at the entire ex- 
penceoftheSilversmitlis, which is coviBred with 
aolid metal, of more than common thickness, 
it only required '^ few additional ornaments 
which were in a ftate of readiness, to make it 
•omptete. 

i. This-church contains some exoejlent paint- 
ijE^. San Dkmiinigo also vies with the others

in point of elegance, and has a handsome 
tower, of great height, at the top of which' the - 
traveller may enjoy a moft Extensive, * ptCtu- 
'reeque, and interefling prospe^l ; and as it is 
difficult fora granger to find his way through 
the town, I would recommend him' to visit 
this tower the firfl thing, as, from a single look 
he will receive more information relative to 
' the place, than from studying the Lima direc- 
tory a month. 

■ As the city contains upwards of fifty 
Churches, and Chapels, the reader will see, 
theimpoffibility of my bringing all Before him, 
and consider it sufficient, if, in addition to 
those I hare already mentioned, I say that 
San Francisco with with La Conception, and 
La Mercy are. the moft extensive, as well as 
handsome; although none of the others are 
-inthe leaft defrcient in riches, and splendor. 
- The ihonalleries here, are both numerous 
and spacious, and I should suppose of the dtf- 
'ftrenC' orders there cannot be less than' eight- 
een or twenty,' and some among them con- 
tain three or four squares, or apiece of groand 
"eqnkl at leaft to six acres. 
' The lai^eft of those is, of the Franciscan 
order, and contains from ISOO to \606 Friars. 
The Auguflins come next, and 1 think the 
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. moDifteiy itfelf. although iiotfo Isige, is mudh 
■mm slegut Ihan the fofnwr ; the hnrnber of 
.maalu exceed a thoutand. There have tvo 
.or three fina^er ones in difierent, parts of tlw 
city. There are also numerous eftablilhiiients 
of this nature under the various denominations 
.of Dominicans, Benediflines, Merceiariana, 
,*e. «£C. and are generally found in the mod 
.de&nble and advantageous situations. 

Of convents for nuns, thereare alfo feverai, 
.and of great extent: but those of St. Clare, 
the Carmelites, and the Incarnation ace the 
principal ones of note. 

The number of men wearing the monaflic 
iabit, I sras affured exceeded 10,000, and of 
.w«men nearly 6,000, which may be confidet- 
ed nearly one sixth of the population of the 
jiace. Besides the monlis, there area nun». 
rous train of Clerigos, a fort of pariOi Priells, 
who, with the former polTess a life of celiba- 
cy., but, ifdeteaedinanyfrailUesof natutt, 
their punifliment is not fo exemplary j their 
oaths being only against matrimony. 

It may be imagined perhaps, in a placed 
where the holy miniilers of religion are aoao- 
mcroUB-^where sananaries for its petfor- 
mance are so splendid, that piety and devotion 
would be ftedominant features, butthempjt 
depraved Ittart ii ofhai concealed under this 
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tpedioDs covering, and I am fully jaft'iiled Ki 
saying that it i« no where more so than here \ 
for the ctoifters of both sexee, wiih a few excep< 
tlona, inftead of being the sacrect habitation of 
piety, abftinence, and resignation, is that of 
riotoii* living, debauchery, Kbertini^m, and 
licsntiouaness. SonM of the Friars even'boalY 
of their manifold conquefls, and Aumerotrt 
progeny ; and in many iaftances, even that 
small femblance of religion vhieb they affumc/ 
oecafianaHy, is entirely fliaken off. ■ ** The^ 
penitent women" says Frazter "have also:!' 
place of retreat, but I do thii»k not it very fiiU,' 
because of the little scrnple^ tliey make in that 
country of Ubertiaism, and the little care thaf 
is taken to curb it." 

He could not have oomo toamotejuft cou- 
duNon, and as there appears to have been but 
little reform, if any at aJ), in their moral lives 
subfequeat to that period, we may be Ted to 
fuppofe (hat tbete are at prefent many vacan- 
cies in this eftablifhmeist, which i» known by 
the name of las Amparadas d« ts Conception, 
or the prote£led of the Conception. 

In the university of this place, there are ft- 
veral colleges, formed on very liberal princi- 
ples, but now much nsgleAed. Formerly 
they container bad attached to them, bipn 
than 1«0 pvofeObrftof XMviaity, Law. Ffayfic, ' 
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and Philosopliy^, and feverai thousand fiudenti 
were inftructed in every branch of literaturer, 
but at prefent the number of teachers as welt 
as scholars are considerably reduced, and 
science (if there was ever any there) feems to 
have wholly deferted the walls, for with the 
exception of Latin, and a little divinity, thero 
is nothing taught. ~ '- 

Theasylum for Lunatics in this city, is very 
extensive and supported by voluntary co'ntri- 
butions. It was exceedingly full when 1 wezit> 
over it, and every possible attention appeared 
to be paid to the comfort of the patients. 

The Viceroy is at the head of the Royal 
Court, and, if he chosee, may preside, but 
this seldom occurs, except in matters of the- 
greateft importance, and where the safety of 
the iiate may be alFe^ed. 

Sixteen Judges, four Magiflrates, two At- 
torney Generals, and two or three others of 
Itya note, malciag in all ^5 or S6, foi^m this - 
Ai%ust Tribunal, which with the exception of- 
tlie Seraphic Inquisitlbn, is paramount to all- 
Others. Subservient to this, there are several ' 
Other courts, such as tbe Couit of Juftice, Cri-, 
roinal Court, Exchequer, Chancery, . Sfc- 
There is also a Mayor, and -Aldermen, who ' 
have a Court for \tjie punilhi)ie^t ofofibnces 
vrljtUia their jurisdi£UoD, and hot cogtiisabte 
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hj the others* ' It will be Deedless for me to 
3ay that wliere Priefl<!raft has taken' so deep 
root, there are spiritual Courts in abundance ; 
but, the moll grievous, as well as terrific, 
is tbei Inquisition, againft whose decision' 
there is no ap|)eal, and from whose prisons no 
one, let him be oeverso innocent, is safe. The 
accused ts, always kept i" ignorance of his ac- 
cuser, nor has he the privilege allowed him'of 
confronting any of the witnesses, which ma/' 
suborned againll him. 

Many of the Priellswbo are in favor of this- 
deteftable eAablilhment, would fain persuade 
yoi^ that its abolition was, produflive of a re- 
gret in the public mind, Vi^hich its re-e(labli(h- 
ment alone has been able to allay: but from - 
what 1 could learn, 1 am impressed with a ve- 
ry different op'intpn, and I think thecondiict 
den^onArated by the m^b,. when the Viceroy ' 
withheld the order for the, entire suspension* 
of its functions, is sufficient to bear me out* 
Xhe Marquis of CoQcprdia, had received such. 
Ofdersfrom the Cortes of Spain, but being' 
himself a favorite of the invitation he with- : 
held putting it in force for nearly six months, . 
and f^lso Arove to conceal that si^ch orders had . 
really arrived ; howfSYer, it at lei^^ .became : 
kattfriitwhen tlte-publMibe.iQg^no longer 9ble 
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to. smother thnr iodignatron, joined m ont ftt' 
lioas mob, borfl open the gates, and not i«^ 
garding even their immediate saints, demcdlOi-- 
ed every ensign of inquintorial power. The 
Council Chamber was deftroyed — the Imagei^ 
brolcen — their records thrown in the fireets— ^ 
the secret prisons wereexptored, the innocent' 
immured therein set at liberty ; and periiaps,' 
had the officers c^th'rs seraphic and illustrious' 
order been present, tbey would have experi-' 
•need that punilbment which was inflifled ork 
the emblems of their tyranny. 

Thus much was related to me by a gentle- ' 
man who was consptcooua in thea&ii, and- 
willing to possess himself of their records, htt-- 
broke open a desk, which luctily contained' 
what he wanted. These proved to be raartd-'' 
script trials, confeflionsr and allegations, but^ 
when the order cane ior the re-establishment' 
of this tribunal, he, dreading lest these docu^' 
meols might be found upon him, destroyed' 
the greatest part, and was about to set 6re w 
the late bundle, when 1 entered his room, I ' 
saw they were old manuscripts, and without' 
aQcing their contents, or crime they had com- ' 
mittcd, risqued them from thehr impending ' 
danger, and have them now in my poflfefllon. ' 
Tbey ct^ialn cjucdy allegtiSoBs- agaioft the - 
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Friara for UbertiDlsm, and immorality, aa4 
even ofofieriDg violence to womea to whon 
they have been called as spirituat confessors, , 
The Inquisition is situate at the eafl part of 
the city, and occupies more than ooe square^ 
It has three entrances, but the moft considerat- 
ble one is in the centre, the otkn^ being chief- 
ly attached to the residences ofitp principal 
officers. The Council Chamber muft have beem 
• superb room, and the offices attached to it 
hare the appearance of having been once splen- 
' did. Behind these, come thecarceles tecretos, 
at the secret prisons, which are infinitely more 
miserable than the others are elegant. Each 
of these gloomy dungeons, where so many in^ 
jBOCfnt {lersona have lingered a life of pain, 
and wretchedness, and of whose fate theit 
friends tiave been ignorant, is about iB or 10 
het square, and nearly 30 feet high, having 
at the top a small door, admitting as small 4 
jmtion .of light as air, and which is not at 
titw erwn disposal, nor can tbey enjoy it, but 
■t the caimce of those ita whose charge they 
lam, and is at no period more tiian sufficienit 
Tor them to discern some figure of torment 
vcbich may be on the wall, for the purpose of 
|mtitiiig<tbe«aDhi^^y vl£lim in mind of death 
«r«irigh«falftitnrity. 
Tbto^ifferent Courts of Inquisition bearing 
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bo nic9 affinity to ieach other, in their arrange- 
ments, mode of procedure, &c. that I cannot 
here resift offering to the notice of the reader 
a few abridged extracts from Monsieur Detlon, 
and 1 hope they will not not prove uninterest- 
ing. 
. " During the months of November and De- 
cember, 1 heard every morning the (hrieks of 
the unfortunate victims, who were undergo-

"tion at Macorata. 
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remeinber to ha\e heard* was generally cele- 
brated on the Gnt Sunday in Advent, because 
the service read on that day is part of the Gog- 
pel, touching on the last judgment, and th« 
Inquisitors pretend by this ceremony to exhi- 
bit a lively emblem of that awful event. The 

. profound silence within the walla enabled me 
to count the number of doors open at the time 
of meals, and I was convinced of there being 
many prisoners. Advent passed, and I pre- 
pared myself to pass another year in melan- 
choly captivity. On the 1 1th Jan. I waa 
aroused from my despair. - My prison door 
was opened, the Alciade presented me with a 
habit, and left me with a tight in my dungeon. 
The guard came about two o'clock, and led me 
into a long gallery, where I found the compa- 
nions of my fate ranged against the wall, and 
had it not been for the movement of the eyes, 
they would have resembled (latues rather than 
animated beings. 1 was placed amongft this 
melancholy band ; those condemned to be 
burnt, were with their confessors in another 
part of the room-^the women were in a room 

- a.djoining — ^we here received a large wax can- 
dle, and a yellow dress, with the cross of Saint 
Andrew, painted before and behind, it is call- 
ed the San Benito. To relapsed heretics the 
Samarra was given, the colour of which was 
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grey, and on it was was painted the portrait of 
the sufferer surrounded with torches, flamesy 
and devils. The Carrochas, or caps of past' 
board, of a conical fhape, covered with de- 
mons and fire, was then presented them. It 
was about sun-rise when the great bell of the 
Cathedral announced to the people of Goa the 
abguft cereitaony of the Auto da Fe6, and wo 
were led firom the gallery into the great hall, 
one by one, and there giren in charge of Par- 
rains or godiathers, who were to guard us to 
tiie place of execution. With them we went 
forth to the street, where I saw that the pro- 
ceffion commenced by Dominican Friars, in 
honour to San Dominic, the founder of the 
Holy Tribunal. As I was not one of the leaft 
guilty, I did not go foremost — we walked 
bear-footed through the ftreets, and the fharp 
Hones wounded my tender feet dreadfully, and 
caused the blood to ftream. The crowd of 
spectators was innumeraUe. Arrived at thfr 
church of St. Francis, the Inquisitor and 
Counsel were on one fide the altar, the Viceroy, 
and Court on the other. The prisoners were 
now seated, and an Auguftin Monk mounted 
the pulpit, and preached for half an hour, anU- 
I could not help notidng the comparison he 
drew between the Inquintion and Noah's Ark, 
iu which he made this difiinction, that the 
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"creatures which entered the Ark, lefl it on the 
celTation of the deluge with their original pn>- 
j>ertie8, whereas the Inquisition had this sin- 
gular chsractereftic, that those who came 
within its walls, cruel as wolves, and fierce as 
lions, went forth gentle as lambs. The sen- 
tences were next read, and my joy at hearing 
I was not to.be burnt, but serve in the gallies, 
was extreme. The Prieft, with a wand, gave 
me in turn a stroke on the breast and released 
me from excommunication. HerA I can- 
not resift mentioning a circumflance which 
will shew tlieir excessive superstition in mat- 
ters relating to the Inquisition. During the 
procef&on the person who was my godfether 
(though I frequently addressed him) would 
not speak to me, and even refused me a pinch 
of snuff, so apprehensire was he that iii so do- 
ing he should participate in the censure under 
which he conceived roe to lie ; but the mo- 
ment I was absolved, he embraced me, presents 
ed me his snuffbox, and told me that thence- 
forth he fiioutd conCderme as a brother. The 
victims, deftined to be immolated, were now 
brought forth, and receiving a blow upon the 
bread to ' signify they were abandoned, they 
were led away to the bank of the rivei; wheie 
the Viceroy, and Court were aflembled, and 
conGgned to the ^ggots which had been pre- 
viously prepared," 
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During the period I was employed in visiting 
this place, in which so many innocent beings 
have heen the victims of the mostremorselest 
tyranny ; the emphatic words of Dr. Bucha- 
nan, in his Christian researches in Asia, recur- 
red to my memory, and I pondered on th* 
mysterious dispensation which permitted the 
Minifters of the Inquisition, with their racks, 
and flames, to visit these lands before the he- 
ralds of peace. 

The mint is an eftablifliment of the greatest 
importance both to the (fate as well as to the 
individual. It ia exceedingly extensive, and a 
very considerable number of men are continu- 
ally employed, either immediately at the com- 
pletion of the different coins, or sej^arating the 
gold from the earth. This process is rather 
long,, and effefted by quicksilver. The silver 
is generally brought from the mines in flabs of 
about iSOtoSSOlbs weight, and the propor- 
■tion of copper to one of the latter is SAlbs. 
■which is added in melting. 
The furnace in which this process takes place, 
is of clay, and tlie heat produced fixim char- 
:c6al, blown by a double pair of large bellows'. 
When the metal is sufficiently united, it is run 
into moulds nearly a quarter of an inch deep, 
jrem. whence it ia conveyed to the machinery, 
.which a of inferior powers, but passing through 
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rollers, it is reduced to the required thiclcness, 
or so that the punch will cutout the exact 
weight of the coin to be produced. 

After this, the edge is milled, when itis in a 
flatefor taking the imprelTion, which is the B- 
nifhing ftroke, and is performed by means of a 
flatnp, witose power appears to be similar to 
that of our modern printing prefles. This de- 
partment may be confidered a Royalty of it- 
self, as the governor is independent of the 
Viceroy within its walls, and can order the ex- 
ecution of any person -without form, trial, or 
8an£tion, from another power. There are ma- 
ny clerke who have handsome saUries. 

At the diflance of a mileand a half in the 
Eastern direction of the city there is an exten- 
sive powder manufiictory, and they boaft «f 
its producing the beft article of this kind in the 
world, and I sliould not be -surprized if it was 
so, because the whole of its ingredients. are - 
found here in. great abundance. Near this 
plaee, is the Pantheon de los Meurtosj or .the 
Pantheon of the dead, whiclihas so hand^me 
ahd lively appearance that a ftranger would 
«ot be impressed with an idea of its bdng.tb* 
sacred repository of those who are no more, i 

The river Limac, or Lima, is very inconv 
siderable, except in the leason when the grast-

«st proportion of snow mehs. At all other 
periods, it is fordable* and at all places. 

CroQing the bridge, which is not handsomo, 
and continuing along the ftreet, you are led to 
the Almeada, or a public walk, so delightful- 
ly Ibaded by groveR of orange trees, that the 
rays of the aun are always broken, and the 
odour from the trees, at all times agreeable. 
It is most frequented on Sunday evenings, but 
wherever the Viceroy goes he is sure to take 
with him a frtfliioriable retinue as well as a con- 
course of the mobility. 

On this side the river, is the Tcm-us, or Am- 
phitheatre, fortheexhibitionof the bullfights, 
and i t is said to be suffiden tly spadous to contai n 
90,000 people, and from the number I saw 
there, I have no reason todoobtit. This brd- 
tal amusement, so disgraceful to a civilized 
power, is here held in high ellimation, dnd is 
generally performed during the months of Ja- 
nuaiy, February, and March. T^ manner 
in w-hidi the poor animals are fonglit; are vari^ 
mis,, but, I will give as correfl an outline df 
what I saw as I am able. The numberof bulls 
tortnredfor onf day's amusement and gratifica- 
tion, is coofii^ to a score. Those are placed 
the night preceding tbe fight in a house, or 
yaatd i^propiiated to that use, ^m vrbsact 
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they are taken separately, into a ftall of grate 
Work, with a ioor opening into the Theatre, 
In this place they undergo in their turn the 
cieet ordeal of being ornamented with fentas- 
tic articles of finery, sewn either to the fkin, or 
tacked with sntall nails to the hornv, squibs too 
of gunpowder are set off the inlUnt the door 
opens when the infuriated creature, eager to 
be free from one torture rofhes upon another^ 
for it is generally alTailed b^ a fhower of darta» ' 
carrying with them crackers which explode oa 
flicking in the fkin. In this wild flate it is 
attacked by a gladiator on horseback, who dis- 
plays great agiKty in his evading the animali 
others now advance, and after a few turns tlie 
attractive part of this fascinating amusement 
b^ins. These men are armed with long 
spears,.and pafliog the bull, make a thnifi at 
tlie sinews of the neck, but the inflmroent of- 
tener lodges before the fhonlder, and it is not 
nnfrequent to see the handles of seven or eight 
flicking up before the (houlder, the blades hav- . 
ing perforated the animal. In thisflate, if it 
be what they call a good bull, it will continae 
to fight, until faint from the loss of blood, it 
drbps, when ceasing to afford more amusement, 
it is dispatched and withdrawn from the The- 
atre, The next. mode is by a gladiator oa 
foot who carries a red flag, and is armed with 
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a smalt sword, and which is by far the lead 
oroel, for, if lie be at M expert, the animal 
ceases to exift at a fingle blow. The Indian 
mode is peculiar to themselves,' and not less 
barbarous than the first. They are armed 
with spears, and about six forminga line, march 
boldly towards the bull, who often (lands at 
bay, and When irritated by the arrows- before 
described; he plonges upon them, they open, 
and in palTing he receives two cr three wea- 
pons in the neck ; with which he returns, and 
undergoing the same experiment several times 
is killed. These acts of cruelty are to the Li- 
menans, the greatefl; treat that can be afforded. 
It'is their "Jeast of reason and their fiow of 
$oul." On one of the animals receiving a . 
blow, which draws it from the object of iti 
pursuit, or to cause it to flagger, or drop, the 
Theatre resounds with the most rapturous ap- 
plauses; but there is one thing to be said, — 
they areimpartial in bellowing it, for the plau- 
dits, on the bull, if he maims, or even kills a 
man, are not less reiterated, than if, by a ju- 
dicious blow; the gladiator had himself gained 
the prize. 

But even wherie morality, which is the 
ground workof every other perfection, is in so 
little repute, it is fllll to be -wondered at, that 
any of the hurakn race (leaving civilization out 
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■of the queftion) can be so deftitate of humani- 
■ty. It was the ladies who most excited my 
■surprize^ for with them those brutal shouts of 
approbation seemed to emanate; yet ftrange 
'to relate they seemed in every other reapeft, 
-as far as I could |)erceive, - good natured, fa- 
cetious, and agreeable. The Theatre ftands 
in' the eity ; it is spacious, but not elegant, 
and the dancing, although not at all'in unison 
-with the feelings of Englifh modefty, is con- 
fidered delightful. 

There is nothing pecoliar in the dress of 
the Limenans, excepting the morning or walk- 
ing habit of the ladies, which at firft has a 
ilrange and'disagreeable appearance, btitwhen 
the eye becomes accuftomed to it, this impreg- 
sion wears oflF, and what so many at firft have 
thought disgufting, they have afl:erwar<J3 been 
reconciled to. This dress consirts of a kind of 
jtetticoatio nicely plaited, that it will ftand 
Xipright, and a hood tied round the waift, but 
is suflncientty large to be brought over the 
head, which, with the exception of one eye, is 
entirely enveloped. Nothrng can facilitate 
an intrlgae in'ore than thts,' because the bus- 
band may meet his wife, the lover his sweet- 
heart, ati* yet be ignorant of the circum- 
ftance. 

I'ht mountains immecEatdy in the vicinity 
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of Lima are of little confideration, St. Cbrifto- 
val alone b^iDg worthy of notice. This mooa- 
tatn is high, and difficult of access, but as- 
cended to. the chai>el, or hermitage on the 
summit, the view it affords both of the city, 
and country, even to the Andes, is truly beau- 
tiful. 

The squares which compote the town arc 
divided, and subdivided by houses built in 
squares, and which are geoerally of-twoft^- 
ries. Their wads are very thick, and from the 
bricks being long, unburnt, and composed of 
elallic materials, they are calculated the bet- 
ter to withfland the violent ftiocks of earth- 
quakes, which prevail to a greater or less de- 
gree , about the months of December and Ja^ 
nuary. The houses are built on the moftairy 
principle, are spacious, and handsome, but, 
from the bri^k floors, tc^etber with mats, and 
every other harbour for fleas, their reudenees 
are exceedingly uncomfortable to an EogUfltf 
man ; nor has long habit caused the people 
themselves to be unsusceptible to the annoy- 
ance of these insefls, for they are always pre-: 
pared with a piece of fleecy, cloth about 4 
inches wide, twifled into little tags, and wfaoo- 
cvcr they feel one tickling, (which is very fre- 
quently) tliis trap is applied and often with 
great fuccen. Thi^y are not all 8cmpi4ou9 
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about catching these little tormentors, or put- 
ting them to death, let the comjiany be never 
so numerous or splendid, nor do [ believe by 
doing it they are conscious of anytransgreffion 
on the ftrict rules of modesty. Most of the la- 
dies understand the Piano and Psaltery, and 
all paffionately fond of dancing. There are 
many dances peculiar to the several kingdoms 
of South America, as in Peru that ofChoco- 
latte, and in Chili, la Balsa de Tierra. The for- ~ 
ro«r has much the greateft portion of modefty, 
and as well as the latter, is performed by two 
people only. - 

The population ofLima, consist$ofSpauiards, 
Creoles, native Indians, and African slaves, and 
in either their manners, or customs, there is no- 
thing rery peculiar, as the subordinate clafles 
f&itow the feOiion most predominant among the 
Spaniards. Theirhoars of visiting, commence 
in the cool of theevening, and continue to a 
hite hour in the night: The guests are re- 
frelhed with ices, lemonade, and preserves ; and 
amused with either singing, accompanied with 
the guittar or psaltery, or dancing, to which 
may be added the more faftiionable accom-- 
plishment of gambling. At their mealsthey have 
a prodigious number of dishes, and generally 
partake a small portion of- each; a stranger 
(htM»n if be studies his owa comfort should

be careful not to dine entirely from the first or 
second course, for the importunity he -wiU 
meet with, to partake of the sevei-al subsequent 
ones will be so repeated, as to constrain him 
to commence again, however much it may be 
against his inclination. Indeed they are very 
hospitable, and betray great anxiety to have 
the visits of strangers, and use every means to 
make that visit agreeable. The spirit of gal- 
lantry is no where carried to a greater extent 
than in Lima, and a man of the most advanced 
age, enters the list with the young, gay^ and 
giddy. This is very conspicuous at their 
routes, and must be productive of considera- 
ble amusement to any stranger. Their enter- 
tainments, or galas are splendid, and arranged 
with greattaste; in &£l, there is sucli a degree 
of emulation and spirit of rivalry amungll die 
fair sex, that they study to eclipse one another 
in the beauty, magnificence, and profiision of 
their prejiaraUons. The supper having been 
removed, and nothing but the dessert, wfaidi is 
comprised of the choisest fruits, and confec-^ 
tioMry in all its various forms and clafTes' re- 
roaiBing, the party stand prepared for the at- 
tack, and at a given B^nal the work of derasi 
tation commences, when all ia the most com* 
plete cpofusion. Pyramids torn to their fouo- 
dution-r-pagodaa upset— Images brgjceo, jiad 
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in this extraordinary sctainble, they are intent 
not on eating, but on collecting as great a 
portion as poffible, which is secured either iif 
pockets, handkerchiefs, or hats, and be who on 
the following day presents the greatest num- 
ber of young ladies with a proper ftiare of the 
entertainment, isconfidered of the greatest gaU 
lantry ; and I have seen the eyes of an old Pan 
of eighty years ofage, sparkle with thefirfr«f 
satisfaction at displaying his booty, and con- 
templating the pleasure which awaited him ia 
the morning; when his favorite mistrefTes, 
would become the Iharers of his trophies. 

Prior to the conquest of Peru by the Spaniards, 
the only animal which had been doraefticated, 
and used lo carry a burden, was the lama, but 
Once the introduction of borsaa, and males, it 
has gradually been n^lected, and is now only 
used by some of the lower Indians in the ia^ 
terior. The lama, in fhape somewhat resem-* 
bles the camel, but its hair, orwool is prodiglt 
Qusly long, and of a very fine texture. It is 
calculated to carry a burden not exceeding a 
hundred pounds, travel&very {lately at his owi^ 
rate, and when tired, stops of his own accoj-f), 
nor is it poflible the guide pr drivers can make 
it resume its journey until it has refted suffici? 
«ntly. Id tlieir wildflate they areexce^ding-p 
ly fleet, and inhabit the most mountainous and 
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rodcy placet. The Guanaca is a species of the' 
lama, smaller and but seldom used to carry a 
load. It is an inhabitant of the Andes, an6 
is most plentiful in the kingdom of Cbtfi. Like 
sheep, they do not pofless upper teeth, and 
having a valve or apertnre in the upper lip, 
they emit through it with considerable force, 
for their defence, when attacked or irritated, a 
slimy sour liquid. 

Almost every kind of fruit is found here in 
the greateft abundance, as well as perfection ; 
bat those held in the hi^efl eftimation are 
the granadellia, and cherymoya ; the latterre- 
aembles the sbursop of the West Indies both 
in appearance and tafle, but it certainty is much 
more detidoas. 

The tempemtore of Lima, or in fact the 
wh(rfc extent of the vast coafl of South Ameri-^ 
ca, when compared to that of the same latitude 
either on the coast of Braz'ri or Africa, isex- 
ceedin^y mild and temperate, the reason of 
which is so pleasingly described by the learned 
Dr. Robertson in his general history of Ameri- 
ca, that I cannot withhold from introducing* ' 
the following quotation. " While the negro*' 
says the historian *' on the coast of Africa, is 
scorched with unremitting heat, the inhabi- 
tant of Peru brealthes an air equally mild and 
temperate, and is perpetually shaded under a 
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canopy of grey clouds, which intercept the 
fierce beams of the sun, without obftruetinghia 
friendly influence.* Along the eaatern-coatt of 
America, the climate, though more simitar to 
that of the torrid zone in other parts of the earth* 
is nevertheless considerably milder than in thoM 
countries of Asia and Africa, which lie in the 
same latitude. If from the southern tropic, we 
continue our progress to the extremity of tha 
American continent, we meet with frozen seas, 
and countries horrid, barren, and scarcely haln- 
table for cold, much sooner than in the North; 
Various causes combine in rendering the 
climate of America so extremely different from 
that of the ancient continent. Though the 
utmoft extent of America, towards the North* 
be not yet discorered, we know that it ad- 
vances mnch nearer to the pole than either 
Europe or Asia. Both these have large, seas 
to the Noith, which at« open during part of 
the year; and, even when covered with ice. 



' * Ullon, tbe nafigaf or, fVom wbom ' the Historiao takes 
lijU uitliority, is cert^nly inmrrect, for tbe lun is duly ob- 
scucd b^ clouds, from tb« period of his entering his 
Sotttheni Solstice, to tiie time of his qMOog it, Tben, tho 
clouds disperse, and the ikjr becomoi liable and tereaefov 
the following ux months: Tbn I had an opportunity of 
abstrring njKlf. 
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the wind that blows over them is less Intensely 
cddt than that which blows overland in the 
same high latitudes. But in America, the 
land stretches ^om the river St. Lawrence to- 
wards the pole, snd spreadn out immensely to 
the west. A chain of enormous mountains, 
covered with snow and ice, runs through all 
this dreary region. The wind in palling over 
such an extent of high and frozen land, be- 
comes so impregnated with cold, that it ac- 
quires a piercing keenness, which it retains in 
its progress through warmer climates, and it 
is not entirely mitigated until it reaches the 
gulph of Mexico, Over all the continent of 
Korth America, a north-wefterly wind, and 
e^ceffive cold are synonymous terms. Even 
in the most sultry weather, the monaent that 
the wind veers to that quarter, its penetrating 
inftuenee is fblt' in a transition from heat to 
cold, no less Violent than sudden. To this 
powerRil cause, we may ascribe the extraordi- 
.nary (lomiBioB <^eekl, and its violent inroads 
into the Southern provinces in that part of the 
globe. Other causes, no less rcnuirkablei di* 
(Binish tb« 9>&Av9 power of htat is those ]parts 
0f th* American eontinent which lie between 
the tropics. In alt that portion of the globe, 
the' wind blows In an invariable direflion, 
from Eaft to Weft. As this wind ' holds its 
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course across the ancient continent, it arhves 
at the countries which stretch along the west- 
ern Ihores of Africa, inBamed with all the6ery 
particles which it hath colIe£led from the suU 
tty plains of Asia, and the burning sands la 
the African deserts. The coaft of Africa is, 
accordingly, the region, of the earth which' 
feels the most fervent heat, and is exposed tOt 
the unmitigated ardQur of the torrid zone« 
But this same wind which brings such an ac- 
ceflion of warmth to the countries lying be-; 
tween the river of Senegal, and Cafraria, tra-. 
verses the Atlantic Ocean, before it reaches 
the American fhore. It is cooled in its pas- 
sage over this vast .body, of water, and is felt 
as a refrefliing gale along the coast of Brazil, 
and Guiana, rendering these countries, thougit 
among the warmest in America, temperate, 
when compared with those. which lie opposite 
to them in Africa. As this wind advances in 
its course, across America, it meets with im- 
mense plains, covered with impenetrable forefls, 
or occupied by large rivers, marshes, and (lag-i 

' nating waters,^ where it can 1%'cover no conside- 
rable degree o( beat. At length it arrives at 
the Andes, which run from North to Sooth 
through the whole continent. In palfing over 

' their elevated, and frozen summits, it is M 
khcpioughly cooled, that i^ greater pa^tof tbo 
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eoiintriee beyond them, hardly feel the ardoor 
to which they seem exposed by their situa- 
tion. In the Dtherprovincesof America, firom 
Tierra Firme weftward to the Mexican em- 
pire, the heat of the climate is teinpered, in 
some places, by the elevation of the land 
a:bove the sea, in others, by thetr extraordina- 
ry humidity, and in all, by the enormous 
mountains scattered orer this tra^. The Is- 
lands of America, in the torrid ftone, are either 
sfflal), or mountainous, and are tinned alter- 
nately by refrefhing sea and land breezes," 

For a considerable extent, along the coaft' of 
Pem, as well as some diftanee In the interior, 
they have no rain, or nothing more than a driz- 
zle, or sntall mitt, called by the Spaniards Ute- 
hHag, In feet, if they fhoufd be visited with 
4 I^ioionienon of this nature, their bouses be* 
ii^ ot'a nature so auaccptibic to it, h would 
prt^bly be atteiided with lerioniB conse-i 
quences. The dews hen are very hesvy . 

In talung a view of the mtnn and iirin»at 
producdoQs of South Americi,P<ttdsi, from , 
its cckbrity, seenu to claim a just priority, 
not nuue» firom its natural situation, tbah ftom 
the abundance of metal which haa beta tx-t 
tncted fitam it. The mines of Pott^si aiw aif 
taatsd i^ a mouittaja resembling ar au^r IdB^ 
staraiiig>iLasp«cia«i]pbin; tod 9t tl»>faet-> 
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toniT about a league in circumference. Garul- 
laaso, the Hiftorian, from whom I take this in- . 
formation, does not give the altitude of Mount 
Potosi, but leaves us to cenjeRure what it 
may be from its summit ("which is a quarter of 
a league round) being exceflively cold and fre- 
quently covered with snow. From its bearing 
the Indian name of Funo» signifying a placft 
uniohabitable from cold, we may conclude 
that the whole of this district, notwitbAaoding 
its proximity to th^ equator, is of a frigid tem- 
perature, "The climate of Potosi" says an 
author whose name I cannot well recollect **i3 
so cold, that the Spanish women could not lay 
in there,- without running imminent risk of 
their lives," 

, This mine ajipears to have been first disco* 
vered by some Indian servants of the Spani- 
^ds, about 40 yefirs after their entering that 
CQUQtry, and at the period, when Gonzales 
Piz^rrp h^d ip tUe neighbourhood, his reparti- 
mettiOy or colony of Indians. These people 
not being able to enjoy the unrestricted" plea- 
sures of their fortune, or conceal it long from 
their masters, discovered it to them.' Subse- 
quent to which period] it has not only been 
worked to a great extent, bui has also caused 
a town of con»derable population to be built 
in the neighbourhood, . and is now known by

the natne of Potosi. The silverextracted front 
this mine, at present, is very iaconsiderable, 
the mountain having been worked in so many 
places, that it is now quite exhausted. 

The mines of Choco produce Platina.* 
Those of Carabaya, Kimani near La Paz, Nas- 
ca, and Tiavaya are the principal gold mines. 
Vilques, and Huancavilica arc famous for their 
quicksilver. Those of Yauli, Uchuraayo, Are- 
quipa, and Cocctea produce the different ores 
in all their elates of f^lver, copper, lead, iron, 
and cobalt ; also those of antimony, arsenic, and 
magnesia. Neither of these mines are at pre^ 
Mnt worked to any considerable extent, owing 
to the inferiority of their machinery, but they 
were in daily expectation of engines, from 
England, when their works would again be 
resumed. 

The cities, or towns of most consideration 
in the kingdom of Peril, are Cuzco, Arequipa, 
Huancavilica, Truxillo, Tarmii. It will be

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hardly necessary to inform the rdbder, that the 
former of these is the most ancient, or that it 
had for its founder, Manco Capac, or the first 
Inca. This city has been subsequently the 
royal residencejof eleven of his illustrious race, 
when Atuhuallpa, or the twelfth Inca, usurped 
the thione, and after having been guilty of the 
most atrocious murders, and cruelties, on the 
legitimate descendants, lost his ovrn domini- 
ons, and was himself stiangled by the Spani- ' 
ards under Pizarro. Tlie no less strange thaa 
incestuous custom of keeping the royal blood 
pure, by marrying the presumptive heir to the 
throne, to his eldest sister, appears to have 
been' continued, even to the latest periods of 
their sovereignty, or to the time of the revolu- 
tion of Atuhuallpa. Huana Capac, the last 
Inca, and ^therof Huascar, and Atuhuallpa, 
married first his eldeft sifter, who proving bar- 
ren, married his second or youngest, Rava 
Oclla, by whom he had Huascar, the legitimate 
heir to the throne. Atuhuallpa was by the 
daughter of the King of Quito, whom be had 
conquered, and was considered illegitimate.* 
Manco Capac, in his distribution of the ci-

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ty of Catcb, displayed great Utenta, for few 
•eem to be laid out to greater advantage. Tb« 
Royal Palace, the Temple of the Sun, the of* 
£ces of state, and houses belonging to the prin- 
cipal sut^ects, occupied an eminence, and t«- 
ceived the nime of Hanaun Cuzco, or Cuzco 
upon the hill, the remaJning part being gituat- 
ed in the plain, is called Huin Cuzco. By the 
road of Anttsuya the city is divided, andthc 
minor divisions though numerous, are r^uloF, 
for as the Inca reduced the savage people, 
which then inhabited the country, to his sub- 
jection, Bo he placed those he brought with 
him to the city, in the dtreccion sucbconquest 
lay. Thus if the conquered ' came from the 
east, in an easterly direction from this Palace, 
a place was appropriated for their establish- 
ment, if from the west, in the west, atidso on. 
Their immediate governor was taken or ap- 
pointed ftx>m amongst them, and they^ were 
allowed to enjoy the customs used ju their 
different countries. " Notwithstanding*' Mys 
Garcillazo (Vol I. paige 999) the dly contain- 
ed upwards of 100,000 people bf different na- 
ilDDS, each might with ease be distinguished 
»*by the colour of the turban, but this mode of 
distinction was not aii' invention of the Inca, 
but a custom of their own." Be this aS it 
may, the manner in which Manco Capac di- 
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vidtd the city, is a strong presumptive proof 
tliat with him, this also originated. The Tem- 
ple of the Sun appears to have been a most 
stately, and magnificent place, and in it th« 
Spaniards nrnst have found immense ncbes, 
the walls being covered with gold, and the 
Image of the Sun which reached across the 
«ast end, wae of .the same metal, and of great 
thidLnesB. This Temple is now become the 
Church of San Domingo. Many of the tombs 
appear to have been curiously cutout of Cryt- 
tal, and must have been exceedingly hand- 
some. In some of -these repositwes, water 
vases of Strang* and extraordinary figures, 
are sometimes fbnnd, and 1 was fortunate 
enough to alight on two danng my stay in 
Lima. In the immediate neighbourhood of 
Cuzco there are no rivers, but the small streams 
are sufficient for the irrigation of tlw plain. 
There are but few Spahi»rds in Cuzco, at pre- 
sent, and lam inclined to believe the natives 
are anxious to throw off the grievous yoke 
which they have so -long worn. In their sta- 
ture, the Indiana are of a middle height, and 
muscular, having very Uttle beard, but not as 
some lustoriane auert, entirely without it i 
they are of a bright ccfqier colonrj wide conn- 
tenances, without mutd) expireffion, Hack eyes, 
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hair of the same colour, which, iacoaffie,a(i4 
long. 

. Arequipa may be considered the. next plapc 
of importance, and its eif tent conceived from: 
the population exceeding 100,000 people who 
when we were at Lima, were in an open state; 
of. rebellion against the State of Sp^itn. The 
misti, or volcano of Arequipa is pn? of the; 
highest mountaios of the Andes^' ^ Thi; i^ection 
which Ib^ introduce, was taken by Mr. Cur-> 
ton, a geaScmao of great Icnowte^, when bO: 
suocxeded in reaching the summit, and^as it 
may not have come before the reader alr^dy, 
I hope he will not be displeased by my laying^ 
It before him, and when he has given itan ex- 
Bmination, he will find that the';ihip being, 
ready for sea, we.weighed anchor on!the. 3^ 
of January, and aftera voyage of 90'()ays,JKfi^ 
rived at Juan Fernandez, and notwiihstand-^ 
iog we did not find it that earthly pamdise 
described by Lord Anson, it is ex'ceedii^ly: 
beautiful, and capable of every improvfinifent. : 
This Island rendered of so much :celdbrit|> 
by the ingenious pen of Daniel De Foe, in his 
interesting History of Robinson Crusoe,. .-is 
|iDw become the place of exile for the Patriot* 
of Chili, and it is no more than probable ; -the 
suffering of these poor old men wiU.at.soow 
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period, prove a theme for another norel of 
equal interest. 

On Ossorio's getting posseOion of Cbtli, the 
h«a4 of every femilj (let his iunoceace be ne^ 
verso eonspicuouB) ifsuspectedofbeingat all 
hostile to the royal cause, was arrested, drag* 
ged'fcomthe' bosom of his family and friends, 
and banished to this spot ; and on our ar- 
rival here, we found about sixty hoary head- 
ed venerable men, who bad ever been accus- 
tomed to the luxuries, and magnificence of a 
palace, reduced to the lowest ebb of misery, 
and on the very point of starvation ; living in 
hovels scarcely habitable, and deprived of eve* 
ry thing tending to. lighten the grevious yoke 
of captivity. But a few months befot«, we 
had seen many df them living in the g^reatest 
affluence, and had often experienced their hos- 
pitality. To one of those unfortunate gentle- 
man, whcrac name is -Rosalies, and who had 
been formerly a member of the Junta, the in- 
dulgence of his daughter accompanying him' 
was allowed. This amiable, and affeflionate 
young lady, immediately on her father's arrell 
solicited berfeif the favour, and when it was 
granted to her, she was deaf to all persuasions 
having a tendency to weaken the resolution 
she bad come to ; and to see the care, and as- 
sidiuty with which she firove to ameliorate bb

8uffesring>— to difiipate his grief— tQ render 
his captivity less poignant, was truly admira- 
ble^ and niay we not hope .such a genuine 
mark of filial affeflion, will ultimately meet 
with that reward to .whi<;h it is so ptc-emU' 
nently entitled! 

, The pi-incipal anehorage in the bland of 
Juan Fernandez, is Cumberland bay, wbicli ii- 
neither. . coCnjnodioas, ncu.safe. ■ Near the 
beach, amongst the various fruit trees, is builf 
a. Utile village. . where the .unhappy victimiof 
0M most cruel, unrelenting, and vindiSive 
tfjrranoy residv... The. village is commanded 
by a smalt battery containing, about 100 sol- 
diiers badly armed, and mtEfetably equipped. 
The whole of Juaa Fernandez is- exceflirely 
mountainous,, and romantically picturesque; 
posseifing wveral crystalline streams of water,' 
and a soil of great fertility. It is fupposed by 
many to .be a volcanic subftance, but, when I 
succeeded in gaining the summit of several of the 
mountains, I could not discern the remains of 
any old craters or eruptions. . The mountains are 
also considered bysometobe richly floied with 
ores, and I thfuk; it^ is not. improbable, thaX this 
;nay prove, at some future period, to be the 
case, for luminous ^}0dies, and meteoric .sub- 
ilancesare frequently seen .tc^ rise from, as well 
as to descend in$Q several parts of the Icdand, 
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and, however simple this may appear, it is a 
strong indication, that ore of some class or 
other is in the neighbourhood, insomnch, that 
whenever a phenomenon ofthis nature is seen 
by the Devon or Cbrnifli miners, they always 
examine the earth, and their search under thesti 
circumlUaces, ia generally attended with sue-- 
qes$. The same may be a criterion for the 
Island of Juan Fernandez. 

The earth pf this.Iftland is in m^ny places ot. 
the colour of a bright red ochre,* but not, as is 
alTerted in the Voyage of Lord Anson, equal 
p> orexpeeding in brilliancy tfae.colourof ver-' 
mitlioD. ;It ia very':^e., and when ground 
with oil is,a:very good pigment, aQd answers 
exceed.ipgly;.well fbr ^rapeiy, ; 
. The seed^hfl bete by Laord Anson, have 
been every -ivhiere prbductive, and'the peach,- 
tbai .i^i^cot, and nectanne^ with plums, &c; 
grow ^pQoit^neQnsly in the woods, with othee 
trees.1 Th^re is also an abundance of wild tur- 
nips,; paisley, oats, an,d the lottg gtass com- 
nton to Etoropean coilntri^s. 

In ascending'the mountains, itis necefTary 
%Q vsfi ^, greatest care, for the looseness of 
the soil, gives to the trees so little holding.

This cite 1:1 roftancfe 
renders an excursion of' this kind extriemetj^ 
hazardous, and I doubt not intimidates many 
from undertaking it, and consequently pK^ 
cliidenthem the pleasure of cdntfem^latingthe' 
most romantic, strange, andincditiprehensibte 
scenery yvbich cah be found in the formatioa 
of the universe. The box and myf tie trfees 
are every where conspicuous.' ' In thfe -moun- 
tains, there are a great'number of g^ts, htt 
are difficult'to b« itali^n. Thtfre areslso a 
connderabte- number jof wild biHlttcks. The 
common plgeon-tff Bpglattdt bee^roe.witd, are 
found in great Abundance.' There areno^veno- 
mous reptiles. At CCTtainpenoda af\ht yva 
tiiii Uland:isviltted by tbe«ei K6ni«hi«fk ae^ 
Oordingto the account of tJord AikiUm, U to 
immensely large as to produce teVeml bc^ 
heads of blood, as'^etiasntucfh oH aH^ blnb- 
ber. They are confiitfefed a >speciefl^idf the AftI, 
which are found here at times,^ ib great plenty, 
bnt during our stay at the island, L di^ rirdKsee 
any.

To expedite the completion of ogr wood and 
water, a tent was conftmoted on (bore, and two 
w^n were k«pt thereduringthcniglitiD guard 
tfeeimple^iits ^or cutting wodd^ &c. hat the 
teinptation wa» tod gr«at to be wUhftobd by 
peopie-having sogrftata- propen&ity to thiev- 
ing, as the Spaniards, 'and on the thitd- night 
aoriie of tfi'egarrisen entered with thoir knives* 
i«4ien tlifr ^H ott watdi-was obliged i6 fly, the 
^llWi^whdwds'iii hishsftanioek, IwasCotdread' 
Arity,'t^nd l^hrown 'ovirtbe eliiff, but- he did 
not receive mtreh -ii^Wry ' by. the falU- bnd' his 
wounds were afterwards healed.

Ttke temperature of Jnan Fernandez* is ejtr 
ceedingly disagreeable, though not unhealthy,, 
and changes three times a day ; in the morning 
it is a thickfog withraini in the middle of the 
day exceedingly warm> and at night the wind 
is ftroog, and piercingly cold. 

Having completed our wood and water, ao^ 
relieved the unfortunate exiles to the great^ 
extent in our power, we left Juan Feriuuid^ 
land on the 1 9th of February, cameagain.toan 
anchor ip the Bay of Valparaisoy 
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CHAPTER YIU. 



Sir Thbtnaa Staines having with great kind- 
ness'a'cceded to my application for leave to vi- 
sit the Capital of Chiti, and my patfport from 
the governor procured, I set off on my jour- 
ney,at about four o*clockin the afternoon, and 
reached Casa Blanca soon after eight. It was 
iiecessary to halt here for a little refrelhment, 
as well as to call on the governor or comman- 
clant of the place, whom 1 found, and 1 doubt 
n6t,' pleasantly engaged, with some young la- 
dies, at the Curate's house. They were pret- 
ty girls, and treated me with great politeness, 
t)ut as I wds anxious to pursue my route, I 
could not avdtl itiyself of their kind invitation, 
to spend the evening with them.' 

As the night had shut in, I could see but 
little of the place, biit on my return I found 
It a long straggling village, fituated at the<nd 
of a barren plain, at about 1 3' leagued from -the 
port. The inn; if it will bear so dignified a 
name, is a mean hovel, and in the i-oom where 
1 supped, there were four small beds, on one of 
which Ireposed for afliort'period. For my 
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topper I had fowls Aewed io rice, and pickled 
fiOi ; the former was by no mean an objecUoiw 
able dish. The wine was new and very bad— « 
the spirits not drinkable. My expences heie 
inctading the horses and gnide; amounted to 
only a dollar. 

About twelve o'clock my guide informed 
me it was time to pi:epare for lUiting* or vtt 
flioald hare to travel in the heat of the day, to 
reach Santiago, which he thought would to me 
be disagreeable. I did iiot waita second callj 
and we were soon on the road. 

The pight was dark, and chilly, and I fonnd 
the jfonchot used by the natives, of greaterser- 
vice than any great coat I could have bad. 
About day-light we reached the summit of tbe 
mountain Zapata, which is very high, and 
we ascended by a zig-zag road made by O'Hig- 
gina, an Irishman, in the time of his presiden- 
cy inthe kingdom ofChili. -When thefog 
cleared away, the country aroond afforded me 
a mQSt delightful view ; the vallie? which, «e 
all supplied with water, being perfect. gardens, 
and some, of unequalled sterility, fonning a 
finking contraft. The mountains are vtxy 
iKfrren, and the earth from most of them is 
wafiied away. The valUes are perfectly level, 
and break from the mountains with great ab- 
ffttptoess. In the interior of ChiU, I did ob^ 
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«i*7« ftnef hittA itAlntUg immedlatety into the 
'^lain. 

- By nftic o'clock, we had reafched Cura Ca«6 
'wfiiere -^e'were joined by a Spanish Geutle- 
ihan, and' an escort of sc^drers, with whom I 
breakftstfed ofi a flew of various mgredieiita,- 
fioiled eggs and agua dent, for which repast 
both parfies (eight in nuihber] paid a half dot-' 
hr. thh realty excited my aftonifhcAent, and 
I donid not hot give the child of our host 
rtie other half, who prayed to the Holy Virgin 
to frank me through life with every bl^Mng. 

We now proceeded on our journey to thtf 
foot of the second questa o^mountatn, when tif 
htcscttx ({irite clear, and the refreshing breez^ 
WIi*ch had hitherto accompanied ua, having 
^d away, we found the heat so oppressive/ 
aiiit We gladly took aheUer at a iarm-hoase iiii! 
the plain of Poabgue, whicli lay. near the road, 
and ^ere we experienced great hospftality 
ftbttl -iti ' inhabitants'. A repast of meat and' 
^uit Wnk Soon ready for ns, as well as gome o^ 
j!he best *ihe I found m the country; andafter' 
giving a littte indul'gence to our appetites, we 
•tretched out saddle cloths, and each accord-- 
ii^ to the custom of the country, wi^pped 
htui^df iA his pottcko, andretired to'rest. 

Afaottt 3-Veteefe- ou f guido a weivagaia oa 
the aIerty,s«ho inforwf^ m,i)i^\m timp topfro- 
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««ed, and in a few minutes wewereagun pa 
tbe road, 

TJtro moantaio of Prado,* which wai now be- 
fore us,, is of a prodigious height, and as yre- 
I)ad left the diain road for a nearer cu^ and the 
couptiy bearing nothing hot a dry thorn, it 
was verjr disagreeable. . Here my companion's 
horse became tired, but not more so, I believe, 
^an he was himself; however, the first diffi* 
eulty wa? sopn obviated, for a team belongiqg 
to some ;&rraen in the neighbourhood was. 
(lopped in the king's name by the soldiers, an4 
one of the horses taken out, and I doubt not 
Spid immediately on their arrival at tlie city. 
The fatigued horse was not leA as an ec^uiva- 
lent. This incident gave me a pretty ctear, 
conception of the beauties of th^ Spanish cjdq-^ 
stitutioutor rather of the grievous burden, un-. 
der which the-poor Chilinans groan. ^^ , 

We croifed this moantain, whose summit 
afforded me the most rapturous view it ispolfi'* 
ble for the imagination to conceive, or fancy 
paint.' In an instant, the Aupendons ridge (^ 
the Andes or Cordilleras presented themselves 
to us, reducing those, which I had before con- 
aidered inaccessible, to the comparative iosigr 
mficence of a mole hill. This magnificent 

*TUi'm(iaiitntf1*^IIA(l bjr Vidcobtct, Pnov. 
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dtain of mountains, as is observed by Dr. Ro-' 
bertson, no less remarkable for extent, thaa 
elevation, rises in different places more than 
one third above the Peak of TeneriiTe, tho 
highest land in the ancient hemisphere. The 
Andes may Gtemlly be said to hide their heads' 
in the clouds ; the ftorms often roll, and the 
thunder bursts below their summits, which' 
though exposed to the rays of the sun, in the 
centre of the torrid zone, are covered with 
everlasting snows.* 

The city of Santiago was also before ns, to- 
gether with a most extensive plain, beautiful- 
ly interspersed with villages, rivers, and Tittle' 
hitls. These rivers are supplied from the snow, 
which descends from the Andes. The Maypo- 
cho, irrigating the country a^aceqf to the city, 
the May bo and Colina at the distance of six oi* 
seven leagues N. and S. render in their respec- 
tive districts similar beneSts, 

Descended into the plain, it was with greaf 
difficulty my companion (notwithftanding 
tho acquisition of a frelh horse) could travel, 
tberefi»e oh reaching a house three leagues 
froni the city, and being wholly inadequate to' 
pursue hte journey, I puthlm to bed. It was

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now late in U>e evening, and not wiUing » 
leave him, 1 tarried alsp. The general dish for 
travellers was soon prepared, and after I had 
eaten heartily, I endeavoured to sleep, l>ut it 
was a vain attempt for the fleijsattacked jne ii* 
such numbers, that I was obljgfsd to rstre^t 
from the house, and fortunately I 4iM0Vered a 
cart with some Araw, wliich being fr^e troTO 
these vermin, J slept pnrfoimdly urjtil (tw 
morning, when I proceeded op tq the pity, 
and reached the hospitable mansion of Seq. 
Dona Camilita Ran^enz de Inquerda. Here I 
found every thing ready for my reception, 
every thing I could wi?h, and away from Eng- 
land, I never spent my time so much to. my 
satisfaction. 

1 must now take a brief yjew of Santiago 
and its vicinity. This city named in coippUr 
jpentto St. James, the patron of Spain, is si* 
tuated in nearly 33° 4^' south latitude, aod 
about four or five leagues to (he west of (be 
Cordilleras or Andes, which run f)'om North 
to South, through the whole of South AfAeri- 
ca. The plain in which it ftandsj is of une-t 
quailed fertility, and not of less extent than 
thirty to thirty-five leagues in circumferrace, 
bounded on the east by the Andes, on the 
irest by the mountun of Piado ; by the riyer 
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<polMi*9n the North, and on the 'South :t?y the 
May ho. 

. Peter de Baldivia when he conquered \h]^ 
country, finding a considerable village ^f InT 
dians on, the banks of the Maypocho, ' laid the 
foundation of,5t. Jago, on this luxuriant spot, 
in the year 1J4I, and following the example of 
Pizarro, with that of Lima, laid it out in 
squares gf 1^30 yards each way, with streets 
about 30 feet wide, running at right angles, 
9nd neatly paved with snaooth pebble fiones ; 
and from the conftant supply of water con- 
ducted to each, by meausof canals from ths 
liver, they might, with a comparatively small 
portion of trouble, be of unequalled cleanli- 
ness.' There are few cities polTefling this ad- 
vantage, and as few whose inhabitants do not 
appreciate it. 

"The streets which rnn" says Frazier "from 
east to west, receive their water from the first 
canals of the river, and those which cross from 
Korth to South, from those which run in the 
naiddle of the squares, across the gardens and 
Streets, under little bridges from whence it is 
^used to flow out. "Were it not for that re- 
lief' continues he "the gardens would pro- 
duce i^othing for want ufrain for eight month? 
in ^e year, whereas by this means the city afr 
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fi)rdsaH the delight of the country in relation 
to fruit, and herbs ; in the day the cocH {hade, ■ 
and night the sweet scents of the orange flow- - 
ers, and floridondDea, which perfume the 
houses." 

The houses are spacioua and elegant^ not- 
wUhftanding they have only a ground floor. 
&ch has a large square court in front, and a 
garden behind, and some contain many hm- 
lies. The city possesses no fortificatioo, and 
is open at every point but the East, wliere 
Stands the mountain of St. Lucia, which might 
be occupied to great advantage. Near the 
centre is the Placa Real, or fioyal Sqnare, on 
the west side of which, is the Cathedral (now, 
rebuilding,) and Bilhop'g Palace, the North 
is occupied by the Palace of the President, 
the royal court, council house, and prison. 
Ofthese, tbe two firstare handsome bnildings* 
On the east is the market, and a beggarly rovr 
of empty shops, and what they call a row of 
handsome porticos from tbe South, but tbe 
shops under these porticos are very respecta- 
ble. There is also a gallery on this side, for 
the purpose of viewing the torus or bull 
fights, which are occasionally exhibited here. 
In the middle of this square, llands a foontain 
of brass, and 1 dare saywas once as baadsdmo 
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as many writers have described it, but its pre- 
sent appearance does not justify me in drawing 
any audi conclusion. 

The market I attended regularly, and found 
it well supplied with every article' of subfis- 
tence. and meat much superior to what I ex- 
pected. The custom-house, aud exchange, 
are superior buildings, but the mint in point 
of elegaoce, eclipses any other I saw in South 
Arnenica. Its interior is laid out to greater 
advantagetban that at. Lima, though the ma- 
chinery with which it is worked is nearly the 
tame. The governor of this place, as I have 
already said of Lima, can order the execution 
of any manwitliin' his goverment, without 
consulting. with, or having the approbation of 
the President. IJe is absolute monarch within 
his walls. 

There are many churches here, handsome 
alone frcnn. the quantity of gilding about the 
various altars, neither of which can be com- 
pared, for beauty or elegance, to those at Li- 
ma. Here like all other places, where bigotry 
and saperftition are. predominant features, they 
tell you marvellous ftories relative to their dif- 
ferent Images or saints. That one was seen 
to shed , tears of blood — another to kneel — a 
thuf) to wave its hand at the approach of a pro- 
line jjwrton.; an4 they believe or &in tobe- 
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fieve every tiring they relate, Ho*eTer,' tfie 
seed of luxury, and consequently contempt; 
which is rapidly disseminating itself in the 
churcli, could eaatly be perceiTfid, forihosivo- 
faries of idolatry, who but i few years ag6 
fhou'ght it sacrilege to prostrate tfaemselvesbei 
fore the altars of their Totehr Samts, but upoii 
bare Atones, have now servants to attend them 
^ith soft vdvet cushldns, which has^morethe 
appearance af'repose 'than devotion. Tb- the 
box, efven of the &ther confcffor, these af^trcles 
are afso taken'. ' 

This city possesses' several monafleiies/botti 
for men and women, but'they are neither spa- 
cious, nor handsome, and resemble those of 
Lima only in th<< condnct of their inmateij 
for, I was assured from tile i^ost lespectabttf 
authority, that the monks, as well as onns, lrv4 
the most profligate and licentious lives it 19 
poffible to conceive, and nofwithftandhig they 
appear to carry und*ir their cloaks orveifs; 
the most rigid religion, when in thtit- clcnlters 
they throw off their pions' mafk^'- and giV4 
themselves tip to the illiciC'enjoyinentof tfacM 
paflions, which, fi-om their oAths, thky tin Mi 
only bound to detefl in' othei^, but ^tfuncfl 
themselves. This I am fnlly atitftorised t4 
say, for I have now in my posseflittn the tiiaai 
irrtfragabfe proofs of tbeir goflt; 'fiw,l«ly^ 
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Dr. Robertson when speakiog of the piiests* 
'* the giddy, the profligate, the avaricious, to 
whom the rigid discipline of a convent is into-. 
lerable, confider a miffion to America, as a re- 
lief from mortiBcation and bondage. There 
tbey soon obtain some parochial charge ; and. by 
tJKir situation far removed from the inspection 
of their monadic superiors, and exempt, by their * 
characteri from the jurisdiction of.their dioce- 
sAa, tbey are hardly subject to control. Ac- 
cording to the teftimony of the most zealous ca- 
tholics, many of the regular clergy in the Spa- 
nish settlements, are not only destitute of thevir- 
tnw becoming their profeflion, but regardless of 
that exteriMil decorum and respect, for the opi- 
nion of mankind, which preserve a semblance of 
WQitb, where the reality is wanting. Secure of 
UMpunity, some regulars, in contempt of their vow 
of poverty, engage openly in commerce, and are 
so rapacioosly eager in amassing' wealthy that 
tbey beoome the most grifevous oppressors pf the 
Indians^ whom it is their duty to have protected. 
Others with no less flagrant violation of, their 
vow of chastity, indulge with little disguise in 
.the most dissolute licentiousness" 

The river Maypocho is in every part fordabI?i 
.eicceptif^g-in the rainy season j or when the wow 
po the mountains melts the most, when it in- 
creases to so enormous a degree^ that it has been 
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lary to build a wall on its tefc banlc, to pre- 
Tsnt any injury being done by its great overflow. 
Its course is very rapid. This wall is perpendi- 
cular on each side, about ten feet high* with 
numerous flights of Reps leading to the top, 
where there is only sufficient room for two or 
three people to walk conveniently abreast each 
other. The- trees on the inside form a very plea- 
sant Ihelter from the oppressive rays of the lun 
throughout tfas day. It is called the Tacamar, 
which literally means, to bind or keep back tho 
tea. During two hours of the evening, it is the 
Jhibionabl6 resort of the Belleaand Beaux of the 
city, and had it been well arranged at firft, it 
would unquefiionably have been the most de- 
fightful promenade in that country. Twoparties 
cftnnot meet, without the one greatly inconveni- 
ei^cing the other, and as there is no walk so pleas- 
ing to the fair, this muat.confiantly occur. The 
bridge which crosses the Maypocho, has «ght 
arches, is well built, and handsome. - ^ 

' During the time of the Patri, or reroltUioa, 
■ereral wise institutions took place, anrf to emry 
art or science the greatest encouragement was 
given, the'whole of which, without reserve, was 
destroyed immedrately on the return of the Spa- 
niards to power ; and this extensive city rannot 
'ttovr boast o€ a school or seminary calculated V» 
-expand the mind or enlighten the undeittand- 
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ing : neither doea any one dare to keep a book, 
or read one, under, a heavy penalty, which hat 
not been approved of by the inquisitor fiscal, oi; 
one of his satetlitea; and even the Bibles an^ 
Testaments from the Bible Society, which were 
promulgated with so much assiduity by Cafit, 
Hellier, were, immediately after his departure* 
collected by order of the bishopt 9D(1 publicly 
Iwirnt. . , .. 

The inhabitants afc^ voluptuous and in<)Qlenl,. 
i^ossesBing good natural abilities, if properly cuU^ 
tivated. The women, who are gepeiaHy.tbe 
best informed, study to .rival each othe^ iD,tbe- 
i>ersonal accomplishments of their, childrep,. 

:. without paying the least. attention to a singfe 
mental one ; and if their darling boy can strut. 
vith grace — adjust his cocked hat— g^bte-;— 

: wftit?, and dance a minuet, — it is- muter ofUttle 

: consequence, if be knows not the Andes from thor 
Alps; and at maturity he becomes, like his &-, 
t&er, too lazy to improve his mind, ard too proud, 
and ignorant to allow another to be a superior 

- genius toBimself. To this alone, can they at-- 
tribute the loss of that liberty, of which fot^ 
three years, they were the entire pos!esso.r8. 

' The women are pretty, interesting, and docile; 

- the tnen"'proud, vindictive, revengeful. Th« 

- cfamctcr of the Spaniard is infaeiftnt in themt 
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except his daplicity, in which they are making 
rapid Ftrides to attain. 

The fashionable hour for visiting, is from ten 
to twelve at night. They amuse themselves at 
cards or dancing untij a late hour, when they 
return, make a hasty supper, go immediately to 
bed; and if they are up a couple of hours before 
dimmer, -it may be coosidersd a wonderful exer- 
tion. They retire again from three, iintil six. or 
seven, and after a short walk on the-T^camar, 
and a little refreshment of preserves, lemonade, 
&c. &c. they again prepare to visit — some, thtj 
Tertulia,* others their friends, and niany to. fly 
into the arm.s of their lovers, who are, perhaps, 
-Waiting with aoxiety at the secret place of as- 
signation. Thus it is, vhen^ .their day^ an^. 
nights roll away,. and lam persuaded there ^e. 
few who, possessing enough to satiate their va^. 
nity or lust to-day, calculate on, the a_pproach. of 
to-mori:ow. The women, when yoijng^ dre^ 
degantly ; but at a more advanced age they be-^ 
come such huge monsters, or rather lumps of ^t^. 
that any thing elegant loses, its effect the instaijt: 
it is applied ; to this there are but few ex^ 
ceplious. ■ 
' iThe population of Santiago does not exceed, I' 
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suppose, ^0,000 souls, although tt is computed 
to be considerably more. There are a great 
many, slaves^ and they are treated with great 
Itumanity. 

The .country, extending, tovvards the River 
Maypo, Colina and Cordillera Mountains, is 
particularly beautiful and of uncommon fertility. 
It is almost a continuatioii of cuiaias, or country 
seats belongijig to gentlemen of the cltyi to 
which they. make, frequent excursions, or Qcca- 
sionally r,etire, a» n^ay be most suited to their 
convenience or taste. 

There is a . road of communication across the 
Cordilleras, between Santiago and Buenos Ayres, 
Ijut for four months, it is shut up. by the frost, 
and is.aC all times^difficult to pass. I was givea 
to understand, unless the mules, as well as, 
guides, are exjperienced, it is. exceedingly dan- 
gerous, the precipices and chasms being of such 
iitupen,d6uB height or depth. Mendoja^ is the 
first town you arrive at on the* eastern' side,^ 
when ,U is. a continual plain to t)ie River de la 
tlala. \"\ 

The few towns,, worthy of notice in the coun- 
try of Chili, are Valparaiso Penco, or Concep- 
tion, Cossiepo, Coquimbo, Chilan Quilto, Aeon- 
caqua, Rancaqua.Mablie, St. John ile la CordiU 
* Icria, and Mendpja, The latter being now in 
^QSMSsioo o^the patriots, a? well, as on the <ast, 
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side of the Cordilleras, [ think, ouglit no longer 
to be numbered among the cities of Chili. These 
towns are not very populous, and principally 
of Mestizoes, Mulattoes, and Indians. 

The governor of this kingdom is styled the 
President, but acts in subordination to the 'Vice- 
roy of Lima ; however, from the remoteness of'^e 
situation, as well as not having a convenient com- 
munication with that city, it may be said he "is 
quite independent. The residence is always at 
Santiago^ where be is at the bead of a court, 
consisting of four judges, two attorney-generals, 
with others of subordinate rank, such as reporters^ 
seo^taries, &c. 8ec. 

During my visit at this city, an order arrived 
for the re-estabUshment of the tribunal of Inqui- 
sition, and which was to be put in force at an 
early period. This court is subordinate to the 
Limanan one, which sends to Santiago a com- 
missary general, with a necessary number' of 
bfficers, who are distributed at the differient 
towns, where ** they ennploy themselves," says 
Frazier, " upon matters of sorcerers true or felse, 
and certain crimes, the cognizance whereof !»• 
longs to the Inquisition, as polygamy, &c. As 
fbr heretics, I am sure none tall into their hands. 
They there study so little, that they are not sub- 
ject to run astray through too much curiosity; 
only the desire to distinguish thenjselves horn 
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others by 9n honourable title, make some church- 
men learn a tittle school divinity and moraiity» 
to bear the name of a Licr:ntiate, or Doctor* 
which the Dominicans and the Jesuits confer by 
a privilege obtained from the Pope, though 
there is no university established at Santiago ; 
but these titles are to be had of them so easily, 
that there are some among the licenttateB who 
know little Latin, which they do not look upon 
as necessary for attaining the sciences. " 

Whether this writer's observations be just or 
not, I shall not pretend to determine; but I can 
say, that on its being made public, that this 
merciless court was again restored to its original 
functions, it diffused a general gloom on the 
countfioance of every individual, of whatever 
class or society. I heard no remark made on the 
. subject ; it was prudent perhaps to be silent. 

Earthquakes, or fremblor de iierret, are fre- 
quently felt throughout Chili, and oflefi very 
. alarming ; in fact, the city, as well as the other 
towns, bear evident proofs of it in the structure 
of their houses; for they are seldom built 'of a 
second story, and always with materials well cal- 
culated to withstand a sudden shock — such as 
. long unburnt bricks, inlaid with cane, or other 
■tuff of equal elasticity. Among those which 
have happened here, the most severe was in 
l€47> when nearJy the whole city was destroyed. 
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as well as the greater part of the inhabitintSufor 
those who were not swallowed up in the vortex. 
6f this cobvulfion of nature, became victims to 
the ttisease which followed ; as the air was, for 
a considerable period, contaminated by fix- 
halatioDs the mofl unwholesome. Historians 
»ay "The earth continued to tremble for three 
succeffive.days", ' I felt the ftiock of one only, 
and it was very inconsiderable.' 

The country throughout, is very rich in ores 
of every "description, particularly gold, silver, 
and copper, but neither of the mines are now 
worked to any extent, from the internal commo- 
tions, and various revolutions the country has 
■undergone, daring these last four or five years, 
1 did not go to the mines, and as there was not a 
single mineralogist in the country, I was not so 
successful in procuring specimens as at Lima. 

It was but a few days after my arrival at St- 
Jago, that a report was in circulation of ships 
of war being seen off Conception, which 
was, followed by the news of the finglifli squa- 
dron having lefl the port of Valparaiso, in pur- 
suit of them. My feelings, at being left behind^ 
can b» with greater ease conceived than describ- 
ed.for though I was in a house wh«re every thing 
was at my disposal, I could not but regret being 
absent, when my presence might have been use- 
ful ; however, these men of wai proved to be 
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clouds, and in a fortnight, the Briton and squa* 
dron had returned, when I, wifhlng to secure a 
paflage to England, ordered my guide to prepare 
the horses for ftarting, and after a journey simi- 
lar to the one I described in the beginning of 
this chapter, I arrived on board, where 1 found} 
to my great satisfaction, my old friends as I left 
them, all well, and with me anxious to redouble 
Cape Horn, and return to that happy country, 
which poflelTed the different objects of our affec- 
tion; and whose worth could only be appreciated 
in so remote a region. . , 
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CONCLUSION. 

The morning of the 38th of March, when we 
quitted th< port of Yatparaiso, was of unequall- 
ed Serenity, but the wind soon veered round to 
the Southward, and occasioned us again to make 
the Island of Juan Fernandez. Here the breeze 
became propitious, and as we increased our 
■outhern latitude, so did it increase in ftrength, 
and on the 13th April we were in the latitude of 
Cape Horn. The weather had now become 
tem]ftftuous, and the sea rolled firom the pole in 
lieavy waves, which roared as they daftied them- 
selves against the inhospitable fliores of Terra d£l 
Fuego, and Statten Island, but, notwithftanding 
this, and our ignorance of the entrance of the 
flraights Le Maire, it was the intention of Sir 
Thomas to regain the Atlantic by that passage. 
The fog which had hovered over the land, clear- 
ing away, we discovered ourselves a little to the 
eastward of the entrance, and it was with diffi- 
culty we C4)uld gain it without being carried by 
the current upon Statten Island, whose shores 
bore a mod terrific appearance. Scarcely had 
we weatliered the rock, andi^pened the flraights. 
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wlien a sudden gaft of wind carried away the 
main-yard in the (lings ; but the point was very 
fortunately gained, and we were soon wafted 
thtough into the great Atlantic Ocean, when the 
carpenters were set to work on the main-yard, 
and on the fourth day the JiJih was compleated, 
and it waaagain aloft. TheTagus, our consort, not 
being able to follow us through the ftratghts, bore 
up, and went to the. .eastward of Statten Island. 
Kor did she join us again until the 97th of April, 
when we arrived off the harbour of Rio de Jane- 
iro. In this port we found Admiral Dixon with 
his squadron preparing to sail for England ; our 
refit was expedited aa much as poflibte, and on 
the 14th of May, we all weighed anchor for our 
return to this country. During our tedious 
voyage ^ck, we were first informed of Napole- 
on's return frpm Elba to France, which, was foon 
followed by an account of bis disafters at the me- 
morable battle of Waterloo, but we were not put 
JnpoiTelfion of the particulars until the 7th of 
July 1S15, which period brought His Majefiy's 
flup Briton, in safety at Plymouth, and conse- 
queatly me, to the conclusion of my narrative.
